Young 
Americans, with or without noted ancestors, might emulate his example, instead of 
hunting up a pedigree, often shady, oftener pecenTEnes and never a source of real 
gory to any descendant.

Four Russian cruisers, three torpedo boat 
destroyers, and five colliers arrived at Tan- 
gier this morning.

British Sail for Tangier. 
_ The British battleships Jupiter and Mag- 
nificent sailed from Gibraltar today.

The British second class cruiser Doris, 
which has been patrolling the straits, also 
sailed westward after commuficating with 
the flagship of Vice Admiral Lord Charles 
Beresford, the commander of the channel 
squadron. 

The admiralty today rescinded its order 
stopping all naval leave and the Pall Mall 
Gazettte says that although all danger of 
war has passed a great naval demonstra- 
tion in the nature of practice is being 
planned. 

Selecting the Commission. 

The composition of the international com- 
mission .is the immediate subject of com-

-and London. It has been suggested that it 


shall be comprised of five admirals, French, 
Russian, and English, and two from smaller 
powers, possibly Denmark and Holland, to 
be nominated by their respective govern- 
ments.

The sallow faced, irritable, frowning, spec- 
tacled pedagogue yesterday was advised to

There are plenty of doubtful 
Aistricts scattered all over the United States, 
but not enough to give the democrats much 
of a chance of wiping out the existing re 
publican majority of thirty-four in a’ total 
membership of 386 in the popular branch of 
congress. During the last sixty days there 
has been a steady elimination of doubtful 
districts, and in almost every case the doubt 


‘bas been settled in favor of the republican 


candidate, the fights in.the con 
districts following closely on the heels of vent 
presidential campaign. , 

Republican Majority of Twenty: 

A conservative estimate gives the repub- 
licans not less than. twenty majority in the 
next house of representatives, and there is 
every indication that it may run up as high 
as forty, although the latter figure is an z+ 
travagant maximum. On the whole there 
will not be a great deal of change from the 
representation of the two parties In the pree- — 
ent house.

In at least a third of these doubtful dts. 
tricts, if not in a half, the chances favor the 
republicans, and thus a majority for that 
party is clearly forecasted so far ae any- 
thing can be Indicated In advarice of actual 
counting of the balance, 

A repuBlican majority in the house is not 
as certain as the election of President Roose- 
velt because in 386 districts there is a great 
field for political accidents from: local feel- 
ing or unforeseen currents of public opinion, 

Margin for Change Only Seventeen, 
With a majority of 34 in the present house — 
of the fifty-eighth congress, allowing for va- 
cancies caused by death and resignation, it 
would take a change of only seventeen dis- 
tricts to make the house evenly balanced bé- 
tween the two parties, so that at the outset 
of the campaign it was quite natural the re- - 
publican managers, as represented by Joseph 
W. Babcock of Wisconsin, chairman of their 
congressional committee, should feel anzx- 
ious. There were half a dozen districts which 
were normally republican by safe majorities, 
but which were rendered doubtful owing te 
factional fights resulting from there being 
two republican candidates. 

In practically all of these districts an ad+ — 
justment was reached, largely if not entirely — 
through the efforts of the congressional com- 
mittee. 
stituted In each case, and in every district . 
where this procedure was adopted party dis- 
cipline among the republicans was sufficient 
to cause both sides to accept the ruling of the 
committee sooner or later. This fact itself re- 
duced the number of original doubtful dis- 
tricts and in each case eliminated a maar 
to the republican majority. 


Sentiment with Republicans, 

In addition to this improvement in 
Hean prospects, the congressional cam 
has participated to a marked degree in the 
publit sentiment which is now so apparent In 
the country that it would be a good thing to 
let well enough alone and that it would be 
unfair to President Roosevelt to put him in 
the White house again and confront him 
with an adverse majority in the house, 

The more the situation was studied by the 
big business interests, and by conservative 
citizens generally, the more apparent it be- 
came that a democratic majority in the house 
would be reflected on business conditions and 
that although they might be helpless so far 
as actual legislation was concerned, the - 
democrats If they had control of either house 
of congress could embarrass the republican 
administration in a thousand different ways, 
besides constituting a threat against existing . 
tariff policies. 

New York Outlook Better, 

As the campaign has progressed, especially 
here in New York City, the republican con- 
greasionai situation has been improved unt! 
now it is safe to predict that Theodore Roose | 
velt certainly will be elected president, that 
he will be supported by a congress which 
will be republican in both branches, and that 
Uncle Joe Cannon lll be re@lected speaker 
of the house and will wieid the gavel supe 
ported by at least a safe republican ma- 
jority.

The statement has been made that he has 
paid $15,000 In fines on three different occa- 
sions for his connection with such schemes. 

Gourdain, while asserting his own inno- 
eence of conducting a lottery, was wonder- 
fully solicitous over Dalton. He protested 
much. Several ‘times he said that Dalton 
was arrested only becatise he happened to be 
in the offices of the Manhattan Exchange 
bank when the raid was made. The evidence 
showed that Dalton, who had “ just come tn 
to make a friendly call,” was seated at a 
desk, with his coat and hat off, as if he be- 
longed there, | 

Dalton was not at the Imperial bank yes- 
terday, but there are those who claim that 
he has been seen there. 


Much Evidence Secured. 


It was said at the offices of the district at- 
torney and Commissioner Foote that agents 
of the government had been working un- 
ceasingly for the last few months securing 
evidence against the operators of the Louis- 
fana Trust Banking company. A mass of 
this evidence has accumulated from all parts 
of the United States and. will be submitted 
to the d jury. 

“Tt looks to me as if we had a clear case 
of a lottery,’ said R. W. Childs of the dis- 
trict attorney's office, who has charge of the 
details of the case. “It appears from the 
evidence that there has been an unmistakable 
violation of the interstate commerce laws in 
shipping by express lottery_tickets and cir- 
culags. The scheme has been cunningly con- 
trived but we have the testimony of a number 
of witnesses who bought the tickets with the 
understanding that they were purchasing 
lottery tickets, and who received prizes in

Lists of “Prices Bid.” 


Every month each group of investors in 
the certificates" or tickets receives a list 
that bears a close resemblance to those 
that were once sent out by the Louisiana 
State Lottery company, and purporting to be 
“The prices bid on the Lotisiana national 
stock exchange for lots in the Capital oil 
lands,”’ 

The list circulated on Oct. 18 containg the 
numbers of 1,215 lots and the price at which 
each was bid in, ranging from $100 to 
$300,000. One of the lets, according to the 
list, was sold at $150,000, one at $100,000, two 
at $25,000, ten at $10,000, fifty at $1,000,twenty- 
five at $3,000, twenty at $5,000, and so many 
at sums ranging from $100 fo $500 that no one 
would take the trouble to count them. The 


sum total of the bids was $1,220,000. One 


investor said as he hung over a Hst in a 
South Water street commission house: 

“I didn't know there was so much money 
in the world.” ; 

Opposite each figure. purporting to be the 
price of the lot is a number and this corre- 
sponds to numbers on the tickets. Holders 
of ticket are entitled to whatever percentage 
their ticket calls for. For instance the holder 
of ticket of certificate 42049, if it was a full 
ticket, had an “ option” on the lot of that 
number, which was quoted at $300,000. All 
he had to do was to pay the full price of 
$1,000 and he would get the $300,000. In the 
old days of the Louisiana lottery this would 
have been called the capital prize. It is not 
known who got it this month.

The system of the Louisiana Banking com- 
pany is so complicated that no one thorough- 
ly understands it, except Gourdain and Will- 
iam M. Ketcham, the postal inspector who 
has secured most of the evidence against the 
enterprise, and they do not explain it in the 
same way. Ketcham calls it a lottery pure 
and simple. Gourdain says he courts an in- 
vestigation. 


Gourdain Protests Innocence. 


Gourdain opened the Imperial’ bank in 
August, having secured a five year’s lease at. 
an annual rent of $30,000. It took him over 
an hour yesterday to tell.a TRIBUNE repre- 
sentative that he was innocent of the 
of running a lottery. soe 
“IT am not running a lottery,” began the 
president of the Louisiana Trust Banking 
company. “I.am perfectly innocent of any 
intention of violating the laws. If I cannot 
do business legally I won’t do ft at all. This 
enterprise is legitimate. I am not in the lot- 
tery business now. There was a. time—’"’ 
and a dreamy Jook came into the dark eyes 
of the creole. 


* Yes. For years it was my living. I con- 
ducted the Loulaiana Grand lottery. I was 
the rival of the Louisiana State lottery, and 
there was continual warfare between us.

Ye Not All Are Satisfied. 

While there is much satisfaction over the 
settlement of the incident, which might easily 
have led to war, there is, too, much discon- 
tent. Not all of Premier Balfour’s more de- 
voted supporters in the press share “his 
optimism. “ Peace with honor’’ seemed to 
some extent to be the mot d@ordre for the 
discussion of the basis of the agreement 
reached, but there is one fuller consideration. 
/ While everybody is Inclined to agree that it 
is peace, a large proportion are asking, is it 
with honor? The Pall Mall Gazette says: 

“The ministers may congratulate them- 
selves on their sweet reasonableness and self- 
restraint. They have certainly brought back 
peace and henceforth not even a Russian 
admiral ought.to have the slightest doubt as 
to the sincerely .pacific disposition of the 
British government.”’ 

Something Yet to Be Done. 

Something more than has been done, it is 
argued, remains to be done, unless the con- 
viction already existing in many quarters 
that England canbe insulted and pronged 
with perfect safety is to be strengthened. 

“ There was never at any moment a possi- 
bility,”” says the St: James Gazette, “ that 
our just demands could bein substance abat- 
ed. To the last drop of our blood we were 
prepared to contend in a cause that was al- 
most as truly the cause of humanity and 
civilization as of Great Britain. We have 
now gained our essential points, but we have 
not been forced to the last argument of 
kings und nations in so doing. The govern- 
ment stood firm. The temper of the whole 
nation left them no possible alternative.” 


If Not, Why All the Fuss? 

In this respect not everybody sees eye to 
eye. “ While there seemed no other alterna- 
tive,” says the Standard, “ the country will 
distover to its intense astonishment that one 
has been found. The attitude of the British 
ministry, we were assured, was fixed and 
unalterable; but it seems that we were wrong. 
The Russian government has given way a 
little, but we have given way more. With 
resounding emphasis, with the movements 
of our great fleets, and all the impressive pre- 
liminaries of war, it was made known that 
England would have redress or fight, but a 
compromise which nobody thought possible 
has been accepted. If this is all that was 
intended, we neefl not have made so much 


fuss.” | 


RUSSIANS BEATEN IN ATTACK. 


Japanese Repel Night Assault on Wai- 
tao Mountain, Enemy Leaving 70 
Dead and Wounded Behind. 

KUROKI'S HEADQUARTERS, Oct. 29,via 
Fusan, Oct. 30.—The Russians attempted at 
midnight last night to retake Waitao moun- 
tain, which was captured by the Japanese 
last Thursday. No details of last night's 
fighting have been received yet. 

Waitao mountain has been bombarded 
frequently since its capture by the Japanese. 
Its defenses were of a semi-permanent char- 
acter, and the trenches were extremely deep. 

The Russian losses there wefe nearly 200, 
They left seventy dead and wounded on the 
top of the hill. 

The number left at the foot are unknown, 
as the Japanese are unable to reach there 
owing to the constant fire of the Russians.

“ Nov. 3, 1900, Mr. Taggart wrote another 
communication, this time for the Indianapo- 
lis Sentinel, in which he said, with all the.

days until election, and I have every. belief 
and confidence that the luyalty and enthu- 


-sgiasm of the Indiana democracy and their 


liberty loving allies are such that Indiana will 
cast its electoral vote for Bryan and Steven- 
son and that the entire state ticket. will be 
elected by a handsome majority. I .ase my 
predictions upon the broken promises of the 
republican party in 1896 and the attitude cf 
tne present national administration in its 
tendency toward militarism and imperialism 
and the protection of trusts and monopolies. 
While the republican party fooled the peo- 
ple in 1806 on the question of prosperity, it is 
impossible to do so again.’ 

“That was Taggart’s opinion, expressed as 


i his deliberate conviction three days before 


tne election of 1900. On the evening of that 
day he introduced a speaker at a meeting in 
Indianapelis with these words: 

“*] want to say that the prospects for 
democratic success were never brighter than 
they are now. I have been in touch with 
Chairman Martin of the state committee, and 
when the polls close Tuesday next. Indiana 
will again be in the democratic column.’

Separation of Union and Con: 
solidated Companies Step 
to Harmony. 


TO FIGHT DOUBLE FARES, | 


Residents of Outlying Wards 
Protest Against Possibil- 
ity of Increase. 


While the residents of outivine quarters 
are protesting against possible abrogation of 
the transfer privilege through divorce of 
the Consolidated from the Unfon Traction 


company, it developed that other interests are 


in revolt against the continuance of the pres- 
ent pelations between the two 

Henry A. Blair, receiver for the north and 
west side underlying companies, declared 
yesterday that Managing Receiver Fetzer’s 
move to separate the two companies was in 
the right direction, and the upshot of the 
whole matter is likely to bea receivership for 
the Consolidated. 


Wants Early Receivership. 

If the receivers at their meeting next 
Thursday decide to cast off the Consolidated 
completely, the receivership for the system 
probably will be at once applied for. Mr. 
Fetzer would like to see this done before 
Dec. 1, when interest aggregating $150,000 
will be due on the Consolidated bonds. 

. While Receiver Fetzer objects to payin 
$300,000 annually to the Consolidated, wh 

he could better expend on the Union traction 
lines, Receiver Blair is indignant that such 
payments to an alleged solvent company 
should be made while the rent charges owed 
by the Union to the underlying companies are 
‘held up. 

* We propose to attack the whole Consol- 
dated traction scheme,” said Mr. Blair. 
“ The Consolidated company should be placed 


ing with the other companies.”’ 


‘Fetzer’s Move Is for. Control. 


It was strongly intimated that Receiver 
Fetzer's move to refuse further financial aid 
to the Consolidated is part of a concerted 
plan to get the suburban system practically 
as well as theoretically into the hands of the 
Union Traction receivers. As it stands now 
John M. Roach is president and manager of 
the Consolidated, and in that capacity acts 
independently of Mr, Fetzer. It leaked out 
during the day that there have been several 
disagreements between the two officials. In 
fact, Mr. Fetzer admits as much. 

“My position on the relation of the Union 
Traction and Consolidated was stated in a 
meeting of the receivers and in good faith,” 
he said. “I was not seeking to deprive the 
patrons of transfers, and I don’t believe they 
would be deprived of them. However, I in- 
sist that the status of the Consolidated 
should be more definitely understood, and, 
incidentally,.I should like to know just what 
I am managing receiver of. 

-*]T have had delegation after delegation of 
residents along the Consolidated lines com- 


service and with petitions for improvements. 
1 have laid these matters before the receivers, 
and in each case I have been informed these 
things were none of the business of the re- 
ceivership, but of Mr.. president of 
the Consolidated. 

“If that is so, I can’t see why the receiv- 
ers, who are trying to conserve the properties 
of the Union Traction and working against 
tremendous: odds to improve the service, 
should be called upon to pay interest on the 
$6,000,000 worth of Consolidated bonds, 
amounting to $300,000 a year. Why, that is 
almost $1,000 a day. What couldn’t we do 
with $1,000 a apo spent in improving the 
service?” 


Would Fight Increased Fares. 


The idea of a possible return to 10 cent fares 
brought a great cry of protest from suburban 
residents along the lines of the Consolidated 
Traction company. In Edgewater and Rog- 
ers Park along the Evanston electric line, 
in Jefferson Park and Bowmanville the senti- 
ment was unanimously bitter against the 
suggestion. 

The loudest outcry came from Rogers Park. 

The citizens, who two years ago conducted 
and won a long fight for a 5 cent fare to the 
city, said that they were prepared to repeat 
the struggle if necessary rather than sub- 
mit to a doubled fare. 

H. W. Phelps, the author of the Rogers 
Park ‘‘ homemade ”’ transfers, said: 

* What we have won we will never give up 
—of that you may be sure. In the two years 
during which we have had 5 cent fares Rog- 
ers Park has flourished. We can’t afford to 
go back. What means will we use? Well, 
they will be so demonstrative, at any rate, 
that the traction company will know that 
we're alive.”’ 

“There certainly will be a big scrap if the 
company tries to raise the fare,” said A. W. 
Schultz, druggist, at Lunt avenue and North 
Clark street. 

P. Phillip, banker, at 1335 Estes avenue, 
said: *‘ Rogers Park and Hdgewater resi- 
dents will never submit to an increased fare. 
We don’t complain of the service now except 


‘for overcrowded cars on Sundays.”’ 


Service Unsatisfactory Now. 


Out in Jefferson Park where the residents 
are almost entirely dependent upon the Mil- 
waukee avenue and Lawrence avenue lines 
to reach the city every day the suggestion of 
doubling the fare was regamdied as a * Can 
lamity. 

“That’s just what it would be—a calam- 
ity,”’ said Edward Webber, 4274 Milwaukee 
avenue. *‘ What we are looking for is ameli- 
oration in the traction service, not more dis- 
advantages. The cars now are overcrowded. 
They are dirty and rickety, too.” 

Ald. H. W. Butler of the Twenty-seventh 
ward, who resides in Jefferson Park, declared 
that the residents in that locality would never 
pay a 10 cent fare. 

‘“‘'The service now ie not what it should be, 
although we are not complaining,” said he, 
“but I believe the sentiment would quickly 
be-aroused should a move be made to in- 
crease the fare to the city.” — 

Big Profits on Elston Cars. 


Irving Park and Mayfair residents conduct- 
ed a bitter fight two years ago for the trans- 
fer privileges and won. 

** Every car on the Elston avenue line clears 
$25 a day for the street car company,” said 
John A. King, 2605 Elston avenue. “ One 
Sunday the line carried 45,000 passengers. 
If the company tries to charge 10 cents I 
shall advise every citizen in this locality to 
adopt extreme tactics.” 

“The Irving Park boulevard line is ail 
right,” said R. A. Barber, 807 West Irviffg 
Park boulevard. “‘ We can't stand for an 
inereased fare, however, because this lo- 
cality is largely dependent for its growth on 
the low fare.”

FAVORED BY IROQUOIS CLUB. 


‘Proposed Measure Would Make Void As- 


signments of Unearned Wages and 
Provide Heavy Penalty for Violation. 


After weeks of deliberation the Iroquois 
club yesterday unanimously recommended 
that an “ anti-loan shark ” measure be sub- 
mitted to the general assembly and that it 
take immediate effect upon passage Adolf 
Moses, who had opposed the proposition on 
the grounds of its unconstitutionality, with- 
drew his objections. 
The proposed measure provides that every 
transfer of wages or salary to be earned in 
the future, either as an absolute assignment 
or as security for a debt, or for the forbear- 
ance of a suit upon debt, entered into after 
the passage of the act by any person, wheth- 
er within or without the state, shall be 
deemed against public policy and be void. 
Violation is made a misdemeanor punishable 
by a fine of ‘‘ not less than $100 or more than 
$500 for the first offense and for each offense 
thereafter by imprisonment in the county 
jail for not less than thirty days nor more 
than a year.”

The Feld Columbian. museum, eo just

Scrap iron dealers all over the west, 
with an important inner circle at the Stand- 
ard club fn Chicago, began bidding up prices 
on old rails and all other lines of scrap iron 
last July. They bought everything offered 
at prices that rose steadily week by week, 
piled the iron up in their yards, and refused 
to sell. At one time they got the prices of 
scrap up so near those of pig iron that the 
iron trade laughed knowingly and predicted 
that a whole lot of rich dealers might have 
to make.a fresh start one of these days with

TEAMS ARE EVEN MATCH. 


Fumble Gives Maroons Touch- 
down, While Opponents’ Count 
Is Well Earned, — 


Illinois played Chicago to a standstild on 
Marshall field yesterday, the final score being 
6 to 6 and last night the orange and biue 
rooters were celebrating the tie with almost 
as much fervor as if it had been a victory, 
while there was a border of dark blue around 
every maroon circle where the game was 
discussed. 


Coach Stagg’s predictions came true, and 
the men from Champaign gave the Midway 
eleven the hardest battle it has had this 


| year, holding them to 0 to 0 in the first half, 


then fighting an uphill battle at the Gnish, 
after Chicago had finally scored what every- 
body thought would be the only touchdown 

the game. 

he Illini fought hard all the way, and 
were playing stronger at the finish than 
Stage’s men, few of the visitors who started 
the game being left in the lineup at the fin- 
ish. There was one man, however, who wae 
in at both start and finish, and in every: 
play besides. That was Rothgeb, who was a 
tower of strength at all times, and: whose 
brilliant run of fifty yards, after shaking 
off like a mad bull half a dozen maroon 
tacklers, was directly responsible for the 
tle score. 

Teams Are Evenly Matched. 

The game asa whole was full of interest an@ 
excitement, as is Inevitable when two teams 
are evenly matched: The first half was less 
eventful than the second, because Kt was 
largely a battle between Eckersall’s toe and 
Illinois’ offense. When the half ended with- 
out scoring, the maroon rooters settled back 
confident that victory would be theirs when 
Coach Stagg sent his regular back feild 
against the Illinois line in the second balk.

Year of Prosperity Under the National 
Agreement Brings About a Chesty 
Feeling; and New Excuse Is Manu- 
tactured, Probably with the Inten- 
tion 6f Breaking Away from the Pro- 
tection They Have Been Given —| 


{BY 8Y.] . 

The minor baseball leagues never are sat- 
isfied unless they have an able bodied griev- 
ance to parade before their constityency. 
Having just completed the most uniformly 
successful season in minor leagtie history, 
thanks to the perfect security offered even 
the smallest investors in baseball under the 
present national agreement, the lesser mag- 
nates have grown chesty and restive. They 
are out now to manufacture a grievance for 
themselves, and may be planning an excuse 
for breaking away from the national agree- 
ment altogether, under the impression the 
prosperity they have énjoyed is of their own 
making and was secured in spite of the na- 
tional agreement. 

The existing national agreement has been 
in force only a little over a year, and by good | 
judges is considered to be the best ever of- 
fered the minors. Yet at the last meeting of 
the national commission, a month ago, the 
minors, through their president, petitio 
for several changes in that agreement \to 
make it more favorable to their interests. 
Because there was a likelihood that these 
requests ‘would be granted the minors saw 
no chance for a grievance. Consequently 
at their session in New York lest week they 
swelled up and got sassy. First the minor 
league board reversed a decision of the na- 
tional commission, which is the supreme 
court of baseball, and issued an imperative 
order to the Pittsburg club of the National 
league, over which that board cannot have 
any authority by the widest stretch of imag- 
ination. The minor league body at first. 
adopted the report of its board embodying 
these decisions, then woke up to the conse- 
quences and decided to refer the dangerous 
matters back to the board wtih the sugges- 


sion. 

The decision in dispute was on the case of 
“ Skel”’ Roach of this city, whom the Butte 
(Mont.) club is trying to reserve for 1906 in 
spite of a written agreement With the player 
absolying him from reservation. The minor 
league’s arbitration board decided against 
Roach some time ago, and the player imme- 
diately appealed to the national commission, 
which has no authority over strictly minor 
league matters except in cases like. this, 
when a player appeals to it to right an in- 
justice. Roach’s case was so clear that the 
national commission decided in his favor, re- 
versing the verdict of the minor board. But 
the latter apparently considered this an un- 
bearable insult, consequently it has reversed 
the decision of the supreme court. 

At the time the national commission made 
the Roach decision the verdict was made im- 
perative and the minors were given to un- 
derstand they must live up to the national 
agreement or abrogate it. Consequently 
there is small chance of the minor board re- 


national commission if an attempt is made 
to reopen the Roach case. 
The last move of the minors was to arrange 
an entirely new classification of themselves 
and ask the major commission to grant a 
new scale of draft prices, practically doubie | 
those in existence. With their new classifi- |. 


terfere, as the national agreement merely 
specfies that the minors shall establish their 
own classification. With the proposed in- 
crease of prices for drafted players the major | 
board probably will interfere most decidedly. 

Big league club owners would not object to 
paying $1,500 instead of $750 for drafting a 
player from a minor league if that were the 
only matter to be considered. The star 
minor league players are purchased now at 
higher figures than before the drafting 
season begins. But the major leagues will 
object seriously to paying a higher price for 
the gold bricks which they are constantly | 
buying from the minors under the existing 
arrangement. No man considers $1,500 too 
much to pay for a player of major league 
caliber, but a magnate is lucky if one in 
five of the minor leaguers he tries out proves 
able to play faster than minor league base- 
ball. Consequently he will be paying in 
reality $7,500 for that one unschooled player 
of promise, and that is a pretty good price 
for a star player of experience and proved 
ability. The major leagues will agree readily 
enough to raising the scale of prices for 
players, if the minors in return will agree to 
take back the gold bricks they foist on the 
majors. 

By way of illustration the price Comiskey 
paid Birmingham for Pitcher Frank Smith 
might have been doubled or trebled and the 
master of the White Sox would have paid it 
gladly, for Smith has shown himself to be 
a diamond in the rough. But the price paid 
by Hart for Outflelder Carney would have 
been too big if it had been less than 80 cents. 
It is because the major clubs are obliged to 
take all the risks in purchasing and drafting 
players, while the minors get the money and 
frequently the players, too, that there is 
small chance for any increase in the scale 
of the present national agreement. 

It is possible, of course, that the minor 
leagues may be so convinced of their own 


break away frdm the national agreement 
altogether and try to paddle their own 
canoes. Many of them think they are emi- 
nently fitted for that and that the major 
leagues would be the ones to suffer in such 
case. For the good of baseball it is hoped 
there are wiseheads enough in the councils 
of the minors to prevent a breach, if their 
demands are denied, as they are almost cer- 
tain to be. But ifa breach should come the 
major leagues would not be the rea! sufferers. 
The national agreement would remain intact, 
of course, insofar as it governs the relations 
between the two big leagues, and those or- 
ganizations are practically unanimous on one 
gubject—that they are tired of the one sided 
way in which the present agreement works in 


their 
gruntied player could threaten always to 
jump to a minor league. But the number of 
players who would do that would be small 
compared to the whole. It helps the majors 
to have the minors prosperous because of the 
greater interest in the game and the greater 


the majors would suffer in @ battle with the 


the *majors would take what players they 
wanted, of course, without paying for them. 
They would take them in midseason or any 
other time when they wanted them.. No 


minor magnate could count on retaining his | 
team intact even if he were in the middie | 


of a hot battle for the pennant. There would 
be no protection from the majors whatever. 
During the recent war between the big 


leagues, while there was no agreement, the 


majors were not warring against the minors. 
They observed minor league contracts and in 
mahy cases actually paid for players un- 
necessarily, only to regret it because the 
minors showed no appreciation of such con- 
sideration. The minors imagine they can 
govern and protect themsélves, but will find 
their mis a serious one if they try it. 
The proposed new classification already has 
produced a split in the ranks of the minors, 
and even the attacks of a common enemy 
might not keep them from fighting among 
themselves, 

The temper of the major leagues toward 
the minors is none too pleasant at best. 
Under the existing agreement, whenevér a 
claim has been allowed a minor league club 


against a major club by the national com- 
mission, that claim has been settled prompt- 


ly. Whenever a claim has ‘been allowed a 
major club against a minor league club pay- 
ment has been slow at best, and there are 
many such claims unpaid today, after 
months of effort to collect them. This is 
only a lesser complaint, however. In many 
cases the minors heve played sharp practices 
to their own profit and the loss of the majors. 
An f{Hustration is the case of Pitcher Milli- 
gan, whom the New York National league 
club released last spring to the Providence 
club of the Eastern league under an agree- 
ment whereby the New York club was to 
have the right of choice at the end of the 
season of selecting any player in the Provi- 
dence team free, taking back Milligan or 
$750 in cash, which represented Milligan’s 
drafting price. This agreement was made 


in good faith and carried the verbal guaran- 


tee of President Powers of the PMastern 
league, who is also the leader of the minor 
league organization. 

Manager McGraw of the New York team 
elected to take Vincent from the Providence 
club, but, on filing that claim, learned that 
Vincent had been sold previously to the 
Buffalo club of ‘the same lea, ue, and by Buf- 
falo sold to the Cleveland American league 
club. As neither Milligan nor the $750 was 
forthcoming from the Providence club, the 
matter was carried before the national com- 
mission by the New York club. and there 
{it was found that President Brush had over- 
looked the formality of notifying the secre- 
tary of the national commission of the 
agreement with Providence at the time of 
making it. This, under the rules of the com- 
mission, invalidated the agreement. While 
no one has any great amount of sympathy 
for Brush when he is beaten at sharp prac- 
tices like this, it serves as a telling illus- 
tration of why the major leagues are get- 


ting weary of “ protecting” the minors. 


The situation puts the American and Na-’ 
tional leagues in a position of complete in- 
difference as to what the minor leagues do re- 
garding the national agreement. If the min- 
ors care to continue the present agreement, 
well and good; if not there will be no coercion 
on the part of the major leagues nor any 
particular regret at the termination of so 
onesided an arrangement,

A yearling which has a good 
way of getting over the ground and a lot 
of ambition to go as fast as it can all the 
time is handed over to a trainer. If he is 
a wise man. about colts he will begin opera- 
tions by taking the colt back, instead of en- 
couraging it to step, until its legs are ready 
to stand the strain of a fast clip.

I have seen a high class colt handler in the 
spring take a 2 year old trotter which could 
step close to a 2:20 shot for a quarter, and 
begin by jogging it a lot of miles, and never 
allowing it to step an eighth better than a 
three minute gait until its muscles were 
hardened by the slow miles, and its bones 
were used to carrying a moderate clip. Then,

Oldfield at New York Sets New Mark 
for Ten Miles,from Standing. 
| ‘Start. 


New York, Oct. 29.—Barney Oldfield won 
the track championship of the world today. 
at the Empire City track, defeating Paul 
Sartori, the driver of William K. Vander- 
bilt Jr.’s car, in the final heat of the four 
cornered ten mile race. His time was 
9:12 8-5, which beats all world’s records for 
ten miles on a track from a standing start by 
two-fifths of a second. Sartori’s time was 
9:39 4-5. Oldfield had previously defeated 
Bernin and Sartori had beaten Thery. 

In the final heat Sartori got the better of the 
start, but quickly was overhauled by Old- 
field, whose time at the first mile was 1:05 3-5, 
a@ world’s record for a standing start. Sar- 
tori’s time was 1:122-5. The fifth mile was 
finished by Oldfield in four minutes and forty- 
two seconds. Sartori’s time was four min- 
utes and fifty-five seconds. 

The first event on the program was a five 
mile exhibition run by Feank Kulick in a 
twenty horse power machine. Kulick made 
the first mile in fifty-nine seconds and estab- 
lished a world’s record for middle and light 
weight machines. He covered the two miles 
in 1:56 2-5 and the three miles in 2:48 1-5.

Reasons for Discard. 


The only reasons which ‘could He adduced 
for the strongest card are the following: 

First—That it is the only way to give your 
partner positive information as to your cor- 
car 

Second—That by discarding from a weak 
suit you may unguard a card which other- 
wise would protect that suit. ~ 

The second .reason, which is so potent in’ 
whist, may be dismissed at once, as the con- 
ditions in bridge make it practically impossi- 
ble that it should ever have weight. It is 
dificult to imagine a deal in which dealer or 
his partner had declared no trump, with 
leader EEE an established suit of four 
or more, and pone holding one strong 
and both the other suits stopped. ot 


One Reason for Play. 


This reduces. the situations in which a 
discard from a strong suit is profitable to 
one—viz. : 
tained by pone on the suit originally opened 
by the leader, dealer nor dummy having se- 
cured the lead. 

If tricks were always lost by the weak dis- 
card when this particular situation arises 
there would still be an enormous percentage 
in its favor, as against the discard from 
strength, as any follower of the game must 
know that less than 5 per cent of no trump 
deals are started in exactly such a manner. 
Even of this small proportion, however, it 
is a question whether the weak discard would 
not win in far the greater number of casés.

Declaration by Dummy. 


Assuming that the declaration is made by 
dummy as many times as by dealer, one-half 
of the cases must be given to the weak dis- 
card at once, as there Is certain to be one 
strong enough suit in the dummy to be 
eliminated immediately as the possible suit 
held by the pone, and one discard from pone 
will always clearly indicate which suit he 
wishes led. When no trump has been de- 
clared by dealer, the character of the hand 
exposed by dummy, fn a great majority of 
cases, will also give this information.

In addition to all the above arguments is’ 
the one overlooked by s0 many players, but 
which is in fact the most pertinent of alil— 
that in bridge a player's strong suit is not 
always a suit of four or more, as at whist.

Hinckley Boasts Distisction of 


Originating Unique Polit- 
ical Organization. 


suiAT Cupid marches in the ranks of 

young women who form political 

marching clubs is evidenced from a 

fact that comes from Hinckley, one 

hour out on the Burlington road. Of 

the twenty-two girls of that town who in 

1806 marched for the gold standard seven- 

teen have been happily married since that 
time. 

Hinckley enjoys the distinction of having 
originated three of the most unique political 
organizations on record.

Political influence has put op 
the attending staff inen who not need- 
ed, and has also crowded out physicians 
who were ready to render really valuable 
services to the county. Consequently, the 
commissioners voted almost unanimously to 
eliminate that harmful influence by provid- 
ing a merit test for appointment. ! 
That test will have no terrors for com- 
petent physicians and surgeons who 
are wiHling to serve on the medical 
staff for the good of the patients at 
the hospital. It may have terrors for less 
competent who have in the past ob- 
tained positions through the good nature of 
commissioners and the urgency of politi- 
cians. That may be the reason why some 
medical men are asserting that civil service 
rules should not apply to physicians, and 
that it is an “indignity” to ask them to 
stand an examination, and are bringing pres- 
sure to bear on the county board to rescind 
its action. 
The board should not back down. It 
ebould stand by a rule which reforms serious 
abuses and will give the hospital a better 
medical staff. The only men who object to 
civil service examinations are those who 
cannot pass them. 
= | 
JUDGE PARKER'S CAMPAIGN. | 
When Judge Parker was nominated he 
was to the people a name and nothing more. 
His opinions, his eco theories were a 
mystery. Unlike democratic candidates of 
other years he had not been in public life. 
Unlike them he was not ted because 
of what he had said or done but because he 


was the choice of a knot of politicians, or 


i corporations, or financiers that are in poli- 
ce. 

Americans are fair. They condemn no 
man unheard. They were ready to listen 
to this new actor on the national stage. His 
first utterance was a hit. That was the tele- 
gram in which he said the gold standard was 
irrevocably established. Men said that 


showed courage, and all like that. 


Not so the second—the speech of accept- 
ance. It showed no courage, no real under- 
standing of the great questions he talked 
about. He said the tariff law was unjust 
in its operation and excessive as to many 
of its rates, and should be revised gradually, 
but that as the senate would be republican 
for the next four years there could be no 
revision. | 
For the trusts the democratic candidate 
offered two remedies. One of these was a 
gradual revision of the tariff. But he 
promptly took the sting out of this by say- 
ing the tariff could not be revised for four 
years. The other was the application of the 
common law. If the candidate had been a 
federal instead of a state judge he would 
have known, as better lawyers afterwards 
pointed out to him, that his remedy was one 
the national government cannot apply. 
In other words, his suggestion meant noth- 
ing other than “ let the trusts alone.” 

The people were curious to know where 
Judge Parker stood as to the Philippines. 
He said in his speech that this country was 
responsible for them and should give them 
self-government. That was a sensible posi- 
tion, but the judge did not stick to it. He 
wished to please Bryan—to get the heartier 
support of the man who had said coldly that 
“Judge Parker stands for enough things 
that are good to justify me in giving him 
my vote, but the triumph of the Wall street | 
element of the party denies the country any 
hope of relief on economic questions.” 

So Judge Parker decided that to placate 
Bryae he would become a ranting, roaring 
eontractionist. In his letter of acceptance 


he said the United States was not responsi- 


ble for the Philippines, and they should be 
given independence. A little later he went 
farther yet, saying he favored an absolute 
abandonment of the islands and an imme- 
diate proclamation of the American inten- 
tion to do so. Beyond that Judge gris 
hardly can go. His fully developed and 
perfected Philippine policy is now before 
the people. : 

That policy is acceptable to Mr. Bryan, 
who is stumping energetically for the can- 
didate. So long as votes can be gained the 
gold democrats gladly accept the aid of Mr. 
Bryan, who was to them a few years ago 
the sum of all yvillainies. Nor are those 
democrats moved by Bryan’s statement that 
after the election is over he intends to or- 
ganize for the campaign of 1908 to the end 
that the democratic party may be committed 
to radical and progressive policy 
other words, to turn Parker and all his 
friends out of power. 

Before Judge Parker was nominated and 
initiated into anti-imperialism he was ap 
impartial jurist. He was an excellent judge 
of evidence. He was loyal tothe fact. But 
now, though overwhelming evidence to the 
contrary has been submitted to him, he 
sticks to it that the Philippines have cost 
the United States $670,000,000 or more, in- 
stead of $190,000,000, and that 200,000 
American lives have been lost, instead of 
5,000. To the official figures of cost he op- 
poses the nebulous guesses of—Aladdin At- 
kinson! 

Easy is the descent of Avernus. The 
first essay in misstating facts is followed by 
other and worse essays. Two weeks ago 


ation in the Philippines, which he said was 
“so terrible that it passes the comprehen- 
sion of people at home.” Not long there- 
after Gov. Wright, replying to an inquiry 
from Washington, denied categorically the 
accuracy of Judge Parker's statements. 

Judge Parker retracted nothing. He re- 
fused to accept the testimony of Gov. Wright 
because he is governor, “‘and may be, in 
some way, responsible for unfortunate con- 
ditions.” He stood by his own wituess be- 
cause his statefhents were “ the careful ut- 
terances of a man who has spent four 
months in the Philippines studying the con- 
ditions there,” and “ who is vouched for by 
Charies Francis Adams, Carl Schurz, Ddwin 
Burritt Smith, Herbert Walsh, and Moore- 
field Story.” 

If Judge Parker had had this case before 
him when he was on the bench and had 
been instructing a jury as to the credibility 
of the respective witnesses, he would have 
stated some facts which he suppressed in his 
speech. He would have said that Willis, 
the anti-imperialist witness, had worked on 
such fervid anti-imperialist papers as the 
New York Evening Post and the Springfield 
Republican; that he had been hired by the 
gentlemen whose names are given above— 
all anti-imperialists—to go to the Philip- 
pines and report on conditions there; that 
they paid his expenses. The judge, when on

| them; that he misrepresents facts and sticks 


stubbornly by his untrue statements. As the 
campaign nears a close he is losing his 
temper.

His mud throwing is only a sign 
of weakness.

Some day there will be a rich man ‘who, 
when he dies, will get an obituary notice 
something like this: 

“Mr. Smith's main interest was in what 
he called ‘ political philanthropy.’ He went 
about the country capitalizing political 
movements which he believed were for the 
good of the community. 

“ His first venture was in the state of 
New York. In that state there was an agi- 
tation for direct primaries, but it was an 
agitation without a campaign fund. The 
politicians were against direct primaries, 
They preferred conventions. Conventions 
could be more easily managed than bodies 
of voters. And many rich men agreed with 
the politicians, because the politicians gol 
them the legislation that they wanted. - 
was a case of conventions plus the poli 
cians plus certain 
against direct primaries and a penniless agi- 
tation. The interested rich men, of course, 
subscribed largely to the campaign funds 
which the politicians were raising. 

“Mr. Smith observed this situation with 
great interest, because, for many years, he 
had been subscribing to charitable societies 
which gave men shoes, and coal, and bread 
in order to make them better citizens. He 
had also been suoscribing to libraries and 
settlements which, in order to make men bet- 
ter citizens, gave them books, and lectures, 
and concerts. But here was a movement 
which, by giving citizens.a chance to nomi- 
nate their own candidates, made citizenship 
effective. Was it not worth a subscription? 

“Mr. Smith decided that it was. He 
therefore formed a committee to which he 
intrusted $100,000 for the purpose of carry- 
ing New York for direct primaries. In order 
to insure a proper use of this money he at 
the same time provided that the accounts 
of the committee should be audited by a 
reputable firm of accountants, and that the 
destination of every cent should have com- 
plete publicity. His action in this matter 
accelerated the movement were publicity 
for all campaign funds. 

“ Meanwhile his $100,000 was axpendéa 
on pamphlets, speakers, special trains, post- 
ers, letters, lecture halls, and all other legit- 
imate methods of gaining public attention. 


As he could not have any pecuniary interest 


in the enactment of a direct primary law, 
/ there was but little temptation for him to 
resort to illegitimate methods. When elec- 
tion day came there was hardly a voter in 
the state of New York who did not know 
just what direct primaries meant. The vote 
was in the affirmative by a tremendous 
majority. 

* Encouraged by this success, Mr. Smith 
began to notice political movements in other 
states. When he found one which was _be- 
ing opposed by greed, and therefore being 


. swamped by the immense campaign funds 


which greed naturally produces, he stepped 
in and tried to overcome this difficulty. If 
greed was willing to sustain itself by put- 
ting money into the campaign, Mr. Smith 
was willing to overcome greed by providing 
enough money to inform and enlightén the 


checked the mismanagement of campaign 
funds, and Mr. Smith’s crusades of infor- 
mation were of great value to the country. 
His last words were that his monuments 
would be found in the statute books.” 


WHAT IS DEMOCRACY? 

To elect county surveyors by popular vote 
ie democratic. Is it therefore right? 

To have the members of the board of edu- 
eation appointed by the mayor is autocratic, 
Is it therefore wrong? 

‘A great deal of fundamental thinking on 
points like these will have te be done in 
Chicago during the next few years or else 
there may be some hasty actions based on 
assumed geveral principles. 

Democracy is the right form of govern- 
ment for the United States. Disloyalty to 
democracy is disloyalty, to the United States, 
For democracy, for the right of every man 
to have équal privileges with every other 
man, the true citizen of the United States 
would, whenever and wherever there was 
need, lay down his life. | 

But there are many people in the United 
States who assume that democracy, al- 
though it is a form of human government 
and not a department of the natural world, 
can be treated not as an art but as a science. 
In a department of the natural world, in a 
science, a principle is always valid. Hydro- 
gen and oxygen, meeting in the right way 
and in the right proportions, will always 
form water. But in human government, in 
an art, a principle may be extended til] it 
produces absurdities. — 

For instance, in the matter of the board 
of education, wouldn’t it bé more “ demo- 
cratic * to have the textbooks on arithmetic 
chosen by the people at the polls than by a 
set of officials at an office table? And if it 
would be more democratic, as it undoubtedly 
would, why should every sane person laugh 
at the suggestion? Because the application 
of democracy, like the application of every 
other political principle, is a matter of judg- 
ment and not of rule of thumb. 

It is perfectly possible, therefore, and per- 
fectly reasonable for a voter to be in favor 
of some things which are labeled democratic 
and against other things which are also 
labeled democratic. To prove that the elec- 
tion of county surveyors by popular vote 
is right you must net only prove that it is 
democratic but also that it is likely to pro- 
duce good county surveyors.

THE WAKE DURING THE WEEK. 

The chief interest of the week centered not | 
in the war but in the war scare, The scare 
was arealone. All day Thursday it looked | 
an even thing that Great Britain and Russia | 
would fight. 

BDngland and Russia did not so nearly fight 
simply because of the Dogger bank incident. 
The lion and the bear hated each other long 
before that happened, and will continue to 
hate each other long after it is fergutten. 
Since the Crimean war they have been per- 
petually growling at each other; continual- 
ly showing their fangs; occasionally raising 
‘their paws to sestke,” Neither has ever 
dared to turn his eyes away from the other. 
The Dogger bank affair merely evoked a 
display of the hostile feeling which soon 
stantly exists. 

As for the happening itself, Russia was 
entirely in the wrong, and displayed an un- 
paralleled: ignorance of sea manners, sea 
custom, and sea efficiency. It is said that 
the Russian boats are commanded by cav- 
alry officers and manned by farmers. This 
seems to be true practically if not literally. 

The firing on the English trawlers began 


at 1.o’clock Saturday morning. Two or | ket. 


three hundred shots were fired in about 
twenty minutes’ time. Two fishermen were 
killed atid eighteen wounded. One fishing 
boat was sunk. No attempt was made by 
the attacking fleet to rescue the wounded 
fishermen, although a Russian boat staid on 
the scene until 6 o'clock in the morning. The. 
last shot was fired at the trawler Kent at 7 
a.m. The British government immediately 
demanded from Russia: 

(1) An apology. (2) An indemnity for the | 
families of the killed and wounded fisher- 
men, (3) The punishment of the Russian 
officers responsible for the offense. (4) An 
adequate guarantee that there shall be no 
repetition of the act, 

Russia cyrnsented to requirements one, 
two, and four, but held out against three. It 
would not agree to punish the responsible 
officers. It said its sense of sovereignty 
would not permit it to comply with such a 
request. Great Britain answered that the 
request must be complied with, otherwise 
the British fleet would not permit the pas- 
sage of the Russiaus through the straits of 
Gibraltar into the Mediterranean. At this 


acted as a cruse of oi] for the troubled 
waters and contributed to the eventual 
peaceful settlement. 

When the Russian fleet arrived at Vigo, 
Spain, Rojestvensky, with the press re- 
ports before him, wrote out his own reports. 
This is patent, because hé replies to the 
statements in the British press on the iv- 
cident. 

Rojestvensky's explanation consisted of 
an extraordinary lie, but the lie undoubtedly 
averted a disagreeable alternative for his 
government—war or Muscovite humiliation. 
The admiral stolidly maintained that he had 
actually been attacked by two torpedo boats. 
One of his officers—Prince Keretelli—went 
further and said there were eight hostile 
torpedo boats. Rojestvensky would have 
attained a greater degree of plausibility by 
making all stories tally. 

Rojestvensky’s report raised a question of 
fact between Great Britain and Russia. In 
the face of a question of fact Great Britain 
could not pursue its demands. The facts 
must first be investigated to see how 
they lie. A mixed tribunal of admirals 
will decide whether or not the Rus- 
sian squadron was attacked by torpedo 
boats. A huge mass of evidence will be 
sifted. A large number of depositions will: 
be taken. Finally the tribunal will decide 
that there was no evidence that torpedo 
boats had attacked the Russians. By the 
time this decision is reached the incident 
will have lost its burning public interest. 
Russia will quietly apologize, pay an indem- 
nity, guarantee immunity from like occur- 
rences in the future, and punish (perhaps) 
the offending officers. Everything will go 
on as before, except for the unfortunate 
fishermen and their families. 

While the Baltic squadron has as yet in- 
flicted fatalities only on the Dnglish, it has 
practiced target shooting at several other 
nationalities. It fired on the Swedish steam- 
er Aldebaran, likewise on the German 
steamer Sonntag, on the Norwegian steamer 
Skaatol, and on a Danish torpedo boat. 
These extraordinary performances may be 
explained by Rojestvensky’s original proc- 
lamation that he would fire on any ship 
which approached him. His officers evi- 
defitly interpreted his words to mean that 
they must fire on every ship which they ap- 
proached. ‘The British trawlers, for in- 
stance, had their nets down and were barely 
moving along. The Russian squadron came 
upon them and promptly fired. 

There are indications that the resistance 
of Port Arthur is fast weakening and cannot 
be sustained much longer. The Japanese 
are creeping in on all sides, taking an ad- 
vance post here, another one there, a minor 
fort here, and a few machine guns yonder. 
They are always closing in, never receding. 
They are strengthening their artillery every 
day, while the Russian guns cannot be added 
to nor replaced when worn out. Nogi fills 
up the gaps in his ranks as fast as they are 
made, while Stoessel’s gaps constantly grow 
bigger and cannot be filled up. Weight must 
shortly tell. 

The armies still watch each other across 
the Shakhe river. In an outpost skirmish 
Kuroki has captured the last point south of 
the stream held by the Russians. It is not 
yet evident whether this action forecasts the 
second battle of the Shakhe river.

wife, a daughter of Archduke Joseph, and

The queen is a ‘alae and handsome woman, 
now in her thirty-ninth year, a magnificent 
shot, an adept swimmer, and a full fledged 
doctor of medicine, having passed ‘all the 
necessary examinations in order to obtain 
her diploma asa physician. She is, moreover, 
the only personage of sovereign rank in 
Europe who has been inoculated with the 
antitoxin of diphtheria and of the bubonic 
plague, submitting in both cases to the vac- 
cination in order to diminish the popular 
dread with which these precautionary meas- 
ures were regarded by her husband's sub- 
jects. It may be of interest to 4dd that the 
house tn which she was born at Twickenham 
was for years the home of Joseph Bates of 
Boston, one of the partners of the 
firm of Baring Bros., and as long as he liv 
there it was the headquarters of all notable 
American citizens visiting London. The 
house is now torn down, and the beautiful 
grounds divided up into building lots. 


King Peter has effected a reconciliation 
with his cousin, the Prince Alexis, and Boji- 
dar Karageorgeovitch, who at first he de- 
clined to recognize as members of the reign- 
ing family of Servia. One of them, it may 
be remembered, was in this country two 
years ago as a suitor for the hand of the 
only daughter of one of the wealthiest meat 
packers, who declined. however, to hear of 
his child marrying a man of such ill defined 
position, with no money or means of liveli- 
hood.

She is a brilliant 
woman, a daughter of the French royal 
duke of Chartres, who acted as Gen. McClel- 
lan’s aide de camp during the war. Her in- 
fluence over the late Cgar was at one time 
great. During his annual stays In Denmark 
he was wont to make her the companion of all] 
his long walks, and it is not without rer -orn 
that she has been regarded as one of the. 
principal authors of that alliance between . 
Russia and France which has constituted ao 
important a factor in the political situation of 
Europe during the last quarter of a century. 
but which is now apparently drawing to a 
close. 

Archduke Louis Salvator, who has just 
published a magnificent work on the island 
of Zante, that pearl of the Ionian group, is 
so little known at the court of Vienna that 
when on one occasion he appeared at the 
Hofburg to visit his kinsman, the emperor, 
he experienced the utmost difficulty in ob- 
taining access, even to the grand digni- 


| taries of the household. He has a beautiful 


estate at Palma, on the island of Majorca. 

But in a little volume printed for private 

circulation he wrote of his steam yacht - 
Nixie (Siren) shortly after its wreck on the 

north coast of Africa: 

“It was the only place that I could call 
my home, and where I really felt at home. In 
all my residences in Austria and Hungary, 
and even on my own dear island of Majorca, 
I feel exactly as if I were in a hotel, or worse 
still, ina jail. There is absolutely no feeling 
of home there.” 

The archduke lost no time in causing a new 
yacht to be built, which bears the same 
name as its predecessor. Like his brother, 
the missing Archduke John, he has studied 
navigation, obtained a master’s certificate 
under the name of “ Capt. Neindorff,”’ which 
is likewise the incognito under which he 
has cruised all over the world, visiting many 
an American port without any suspicion hav- 
ing been entertained as to his identity. He 
is not handsome—not even distinguished 
looking—dresses badly, and conveys far more 
the impression of a seafaring man or of a 
student than of a prince of the blood. His 
entire life has been spent in laborious his- 
torical and geographical researches, and he 
has published several remarkable works 
upon botany and natural history, works that 
have won for him considerable celebrity in 
the scientific world, and a membership of the 
Institute of France. 

His place on the island of Majorca, like the 
emperor's castle near Trieste, and the queen 
mother of Spain’s villa at San Sebastian, 

the name of Miramar, and Is situated 
on the flank of a mountain which slopes gen- 
tly down towards the sea, while his actual 
residence is the old monastery of La Cartuga, 
which he has transformed into an ideal home. 

Owing to the secrecy with which he en 
virons his entire life—no strangers are per- 
mitted on his estates—all sorts of stories are 
current concerning this archduke. Accord- 
ing to some, Miramar is a species of Capri, 
peopled with lovely houris, who are under the 
surveillance of a stout duenna, known as 
“Mme. l’Arehiduc,”” and who spend their 
time strolling through the woods, gaging at 
the sea, and dancing the Cachucha. Accord- 
ing to others, the children of his faithful 
private secretary, to whom he was greatly 
attached, and who died some time ago, are in 
reality his own offspring, and their mother 
his left handed wife. 

The fact of the matter is that the archduke 
is an extremely religious man, and the only 
love which finds any place in his character 
is a boundless love of nature.

That the prosecuted palmists of Blackpool and Londor were no more 
able than Cagliostro to see through the men who consulted them only to

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HE recent work of certain British chemists has 
again called attention to the old “problem” of 
creating living organisms by chemical synthesis. 
The gentlemen in question seem to have succeeded 
in producing combinations which appear to be 
slimy, apparently automatic lumps of watery mat- 
ter, which are said to resemble living cells. All of 
which, if it proves no more, proves that some men 
of science, at least, have not yet given up the hope 
that “life” can be produced by artificial means 
without the agency of previously existing living 


living matter In this way the would-be creator must 

know what life itself really is. Experiments con- 

mea in &@ haphazard method seldom yield profitable fruits. In order to 
pamce life the experimenter must have a fairly definite knowledge of the 
mare of the thing he is desirous of manufacturing. Does the preseat state 
a ipewiedge warrant a large amount of faith or hope in the success of 
experiments? To manufacture life what must the manufacturer do? 
Many years ago the German physiologist, Pflueger, advanced a theory 
tthe process of life could be explained by the constant building up and 
Meonstant breaking down of certain highly complex and highly unstable 
meoules, the principal constituent of which would be the carbon atom,

This theory is enticing and seems, at first glance, to be a highly rational 
and satisfactory explanation of the chemical reactions going on in the living 
body. Thus far Pflueger, no doubt, is perfectly right. If life were nothing 


_ more than chemical reaction, if it were no more than the building up and 


breaking down of mere chemical composition, then the so-called “ chemical 
basis” of life would ‘be safe and sound. But the truth‘ts that life is a 
different thing. It is a good deal more than mere chemical composition 
and decomposition. It is chemical composition and decompvesition plus the 
mechanical structure in the body of which these reactions take place. Not 
only must the highly complex and highly unstgble molecule be built up and 
broken down, but it must be built up and broken down by a certain peculiar 
method, and by that method alone. If built up by any other method the 
reactions do not constitute life. 


What is this complementary method which marks off life from non- — 


life? In a word, it is the method which is furnished by the mechanical 
structure of the cell. In order that you have life you must have not only 
the complex molecule, but the complex molecule so clustered that it forms 
an organized machine, the reactions of which are physical as well as chem- 
ical. This machine—the living cell—is a complex ohne in which one kind 
of stimulus will produce another kind of reaction—in which chemical 
responses are given to physical stimuli and physical responses are given to 
chemical stimuli; and in which the complexity of these conversions of one 
order of stimuli into another order of response is a long way from being 
understood at the present time. | 

But even if we suppose that this complexity were understood in all its 
parts—that this convertibility were understood as well, for example, as 
similar convertibility in simpler processes is understood—say the firing of a

one palmist, at least, is recorded to have foretold his own faith as truly as 
that of his patrons.

exile, and in a hospital; that his friend, Guido di Bogni, one of the greatest 
captains of. his time, should be treacherously assassinated by the order of 
this tyrant, Malatesta; who should also put the prophet himself to death 
at the same time, and on the same unjust charge. When these predictions 
were delivered Malatesta was at the height of his power, Guido of his fame, 


and Antiochus Tibertus of his prosperity; yet within a few years Guido 


was assassinated, Tibertus executed, and Malatesta exiled, and doomed to 
die in exile, and in a hospital, deserted ty his friends and his children. 

| It is interesting, apropos of the committment of the three chief London

gun by percussion or the running of an automobile by an electric battery— 
yet the difficulty of creating life would be as great as ever. In order to 
create life the creator would first be called wpon to produce the molecule 
of Pflueger, and next to organize that molecule into a form identical with 
that of the living cell, or to accomplish both of these things simultaneously. 
Looking at that comparatively simple organism, protomyxa as an example, 
it is easy. to fancy the bewilderment of that experimenter who, with his 
complex molecule ready, would be confronted with the problem of arrang- 
ing it in clusters on a plan similar to that of protomyxa! 

The throwing of a mass of such molecules into a test tube and the 
shaking up of them, no matter how vigorously, would noi be a highly philo- 
sophical proceeding, to say the least. It would probably be more akin to 
looking for.a needle in a haystack; perhaps even more fatuous still; and 
it is doubtful if any important discovery were ever made by that method. 

It may be contended that nature produced life in much the same hap- 
hazard way. That, in some haphazard fashion, the Ptlueger molecule was 
naturally got together, and that a haphazard shaking up in nature’s own 
test tube, produced, in some way or other, the mechanical! structure which 
enabled the organized product to build itself up and break itself down, and 
reproduce itself, quantity for quantity and quality for quality, by the 
method which is now called.“ life.” .No doubt most people will! agree* with 
this view; and no doubt most people will be vastly impressed when they are 
told that some one has succeeded in “ creating life.” Prof. Huxley was 


_ said to have discovered “ the beginnings of life” in deep sea mud, and a 


name—bathybius huxleyi—was given the substance by admiring friends in 
Germany. But bathybius huxleyi tufmed out to be plaib mad; all of which 
goes to show the great need of caution in pronouncing upon the probability 


of any maleficient insect, more particularly bees and wasps, No doubt 
these maidens are brought there by fairies—but why does not appear, ex-

teresting comedy has 
caused widespread discussion, and the opin- 
fons concerning the personages seen on the 
stage have been as widely divergent as have 
the estimates placed on the worth of the per- 


formance itself. It is perhaps useless to en- 


deavor to prove Candida’s virtue and woman- 
liness to anyone who is convinced that Mrs. 
Morell was not all she should have been. 
Convictions once formed coneerning moral 
standing are, as a rule, as unchangeable as 
those concerning religious beliefs. We may 
argue long and vigorously, but we rarely con- 
vince, People who cannot believe that any 
woman can be associated with a man without 
being in love with him and wishing to have 
him as her paramour, will, of course, be un- 
able to think of Candida as anything other 
than a not “ nice’ woman, and will always 
believe that the relationship between her and 
Marchbanks had in it some element of the 
improper. Those who are of broader mind, 
and, who because of better knowledge of 
their own moral strength and frailty, are 
more ge ous in their estimate of the moral- 
ity of others, will believe that Candida cared 
for Marchbanks only as a mother cares fora 
gifted boy, and that there was never an in- 
‘stant when she was untrue to her husband 


in thought or deed. 


Ir 1s unfortunate tha: Mr. Shaw has come 
to be regarded as a jester and a propounder 


of riddies. Those who 

Mr. Shaw have had the privilige 
in, of knowing him de- 
clare that he is a man 
Earnest. intensely in earnest... 


And the fact that he 
has continued to write the kind of plays 
he has would seem to prove in a measure 
that his heart and his convictions are really 
in his work and in the theories he embodies 
in those works. A min as gifted as is he, 
with wit. dramatic skill, and cleverness, 
could easily, if he would, fashion plays that 
would bring him fortune andfame. He has 
tasted poverty, and has struggled long to 
reach recognition. Were the mere achieving 
of success his sole aim and wish he could 
easily. satisfy himself by writing plays of 
popular types. If the exploiting of his clev- 
erness and his wit were his only desire he 
could do this, and yet do it in plays that 
would be profitable because containing con- 
ventional matter. Instead of this, however. 
he writes plays that are but rarely enacted 
and aré not widely read. His monetary 


profit from them must be comparatively . 


slight, and the reason for creating them 
must lie, therefore, in his earnestness of 
purpose and his firm faith in his own the- 
cries concerning humanity and society. 


IN HIS preface to his “ Pleasant Plays,”’ of 
which “‘ Candida” is one, Mr. Shaw states

the Preface. chievous, and even ri- 
diculous unpractical- 
ness "* as against “‘ the clear, bold, sure, sensi- 
ble, evolent, salutarily short sighted 
Christian socialist idealism.’ It is not diffi- 
cult/Ato discover that Eugene stands for the 
unpracticalness and Morell for the 
“Christian socialist idealism.”” The author 
admits, however, that in neither of these is 
to be found what he deems the best. He has 
‘*the higher but vaguer, timider vision ”’ of 
something that is better than either of these. 
And it ts for these higher visions that Candida 
herself stands. That neither Candida nor 
Eugene was immoral in mind or act seems 
too clear to the careful reader of ‘‘ Candida ’”’ 
to admit of doubt. She was a noble, high 
minded, true, fearless woman; he was a 
dreamer, an idealist, with nothing of the 
sensual in him. He was for living on the 
heights all the time. Morell was for practic- 
al, benevolent helpfulness and equality, but 
hampered by unbounded respect for conven- 
tiops and public approval. Candida was for 
truth and freedom. The keynote of her wom- 
an’s nature, and it is believed the keynote 
of the whole play, is love. Not the romantic 
love of Eugene, not the convention respecting 
love of Morell, but a love that was as free as 
it was true and steadfast. A love which saw 
the faults in those about her, which recog- 
nized all the pettiness and commonplaces of 
everyday existence, and their necessity, but 
which remained faithful and still retained its 
beauty and nobility. A love which was a 
reality because it could endure all that the 
reality of our life conditions brings, and yet 
was the foundation on which all that is true 
and pure and high in our lifeis builded. “Put 
your trust in my love for you, James’’—in this 
line Mes the keynote of Candida’s character, 
and the secret of all that is womanly and 
noble in her nature and herlife. And in it, it 
is believed, is voiced one of the fundamental 
principles of Mr. Shaw’s thegry of proper 
social conditions.

It has data showing 
that instances are common where in collis- 
ions passengers in the heavily built Pullman 
cars have hardly felt the shock, while at 
the same time the lightly constructed 
coaches, baggage, and express have been 
crushed like eggshells. The powerful loco- 
motive telescopes the lighter cars and is not 
halted until it reaches the Leavy Pullman 
cars. 

By advocating the use of the block system 
the commission does not mean that the roads 
should adopt some particular device, but 
simply refers to the broad genera! proposition 
that means should be adopted to prevent 
two trains from occupying the same section 
of track at the same time. This is deemed 
imperative in view of the increasing death 
roll on some single track roads, and the com- 
mission has this end in view. 


Joy Morton Sells a Railway. 

Joy Morton, president of the International 
Salt company, returned from New York, 
where he succeeded in selling to the At- 
lantic Coast Line railroad company the Ma- 
con; Dublin and Savannah railroad. The 
latter runs from Macon, Ga., to Vidalia, a dis- 
tance of ninety-two miles. 

Mr. Morton and some other Chicago capital- 
ists built the road several yearsago. Though 
it runs through a good lumber and agri- 
cultural district, it did not prove a paying 
Its funded debt is $1,880,000 and its 
capitalization $2,040,000, Mr. Morton de- 
clined to state at what price the road was 
sold. He said it was a cash transaction. 

It is thought that the new acquisition will 
prove a valuable feeder for the Atlantic Coast 
line. 


New Duluth to Gulf Project. 
Bdward D. Steger, owner of the Denison, 
Bonham and New Orleans railroad, says he 
has succeeded in organizing a company of 
French capitalist with a capital stock of 


$78,000,000, to build a direct line of railroad | 


from Duluth, Minn., to Galveston, a distance 
of 2,800 miles. Railroad officials here con- 
sider the scheme visionary. They say grain 
and other western products for export can be 
shipped from Duluth by way of the great 
lakes at less cost than overland through 
Kansas City and Galveston. The project is 
claimed to be much like theold Kansas City, 
Pittsburg and Guif, with which Dutch capl- 
talists have had unpleasant experiences.

ERR ALFRED KOLB, one of the im- 
perial German councilors and per- 
sonal friend of the kaiser, spent one 
year in Chicago as waiter, hostler, 


grocer’s boy, dishwasher, gardener, | 


farm hand, and porter in a brewery, taking 


the knocks and hardships of the underworld. 


- Hie bas gone home, but the book of his ex- 


perience has returned, 
- Walking the streets until he was fooct- 
“searching for the foughest manual 
by which he might live the life of 
squalor that comes to the “ floater” in a 
great city. hungry and heartsick beydng the 
experiences of those who walked and 
wearched with him, were Herr Kolb’s expe- 
fiences. Sick of these, perhaps, he never- 
theless has written of Chicago conditions. 

“Tf I were not an official of the German 
government, I should want to be a chamber- 
maid in an American family.” 

Homeless, friendless, and hungry this mem- 
ber of the German cabinet arrived in Chi- 
cago one November morning, his back bur- 
dened with a pack in which were all his 
belongings in America. He had a few cents 
in his pocket and a year’s furlough from 
the German government, in which time. he 
meant to solve the questions of the prole- 
tariat in the second city of the United States. 
Hating 10 cent meals, sleeping in a lodging 
house at $1.25 a week, and bétween eating 
and sleeping walking the soles from his 
ghoes in the search for work—these are the 
foundation lines of the councilor’s experi- 
ences.

Reached Chicago Penniless. 

Before coming to Chicago the German 
eounciior had taken in the beauties and 
grandeurs of Niagara Falls. He disposed of 
all his good clothes at Buffalo, and when 
he reached Chicago he ‘was elmost without 
apenny. Letters of introduction and all else 
that might have revealed his identity were 
destroyed and “ having burned all the bridges 
behind me I was ready for the work in hand. 
I wanted to learn the condition of the pro- 
Ietariat in America and there was but one 
way to do it—to become a working man my- 
self.” 


No one at the German consulate In Chicago 


has a guess as to the appearance of the coun- 
clior when he applied there incog. in search of 
work. But of some little German society 
that received him cordially the writer has 
kind remembrances, telling of its recom- 
mending to him a Httle German lodging 
house, where for $1.25 a week he slept in a 
toom black as night, having no windows or 
means for thorough ventilation.

Bill had been out of work most of his life, 
but at this particular time he was engaged 
as a waiter at a banquet to be held at an 
Sihietic club. Here the good hearted Bill 
introduced his friend as a man who was on 
the verge of starvation and who was willing 
to do anything. | 

Bill's appeal had the effect desired. The 
imperial councilor was taken on as “ omni- 
bus’ between the dining hall and the kitch- 
en. When the waiters had removed the dirty 
plates from the tables to the sideboards 
Kolb’s duty was to pile them upon a big 
wooden tray and bear them away to the 


kitchen.

I often had to smile to 
myself when some impertinent boy would 
say to‘me: ‘ Here, Alfred, just pick ‘up this 
case and get a move on!’ Hard work seems 
to have a kind of leveling influence.” 


“Whose fault ts it that the times are get- 
ting worse and worse?” they cried. “ Whe 
but the quarter of a million starved out 
foreigners who come to America every year 


and take our places at lower wages? It is . 


high time to bar out this scum from foreign 
shores. Let them stay home; we have no 
use for them.”’ 


“ And this reminds me,” says Herr Kolb, 


“of the same old complaint, ‘ pauper ubique 
jacet* of Ovid, or, in other words, have you 
much, then much morewill come; have you 
little, then that little will be taken away; 
but have you nothing, then remember that 
the right to live belongs only to those who 
have something.”

“It is a custom,” he says, “ which is bad 
for the stomach and bad for the pocket. 
Some folks get so used to it, however, that

“ But the atrangest part of it ts that the 
men always stand at the bar—sometimes for 
hours.

Churchgoing Unpopular. 

In spite of the hard work which Herr Kolb 
had to do in the brewery he found time and 
inclination to go to church on Sunday, and 
he discovered that by doing so he became the 
target for gibes and jests on the part of his 
fellow workmen who saw him: or heard of 


tended to any extent. The reason for this 
religious indifference I am unable to explain, 
though I must say that I found this state 
of affairs not so much among American 
Workingmen as among Gérman-American 
members of the laboring class." 

At the end of & month’s service Kolb writes 
that his services are no longer required 
in the brewery. In answer to his questions 
of the foremen he was told that there was 
no complaint; that simply a change was 
desired. His next job was in a bicycle fac- 


tory at $9 a week, where he describes the 


work as not hard, but tiresome. He con- 
tinues in the pessimistic strain that marks 


his observations of labor conditions in gen-. 


eral: 


work night and day in the bicycle factory, 
but as spring approached the men were 
gradually laid off, or left themselves to look 
for other positions. Those remaining worked 
only five days in the week, and gradually 
even less. On the whole, the outlook was 
gloomy for some of the men there, especial- 
ly as they had nothing else in sight.”" 

After three months. in the bicycle factory 
Herr Kolb became tired of it all, shook the 
dust of Chicago from his feet, and went to 
San Francisco. 


Comments on Customs. 

The book's translated title is ‘‘ Imperial 
Councilor Kolb as a Workingman in Amer- 
ica.” It is published by Karl Sigismund of 
Berlin, and consists of 150 pages, relating not 
only the experiences of the councilor in the 
ranks of unskilled labor, but interspersed 
with its chief subject matter are the coun- 
cllor’s impressions of Chicago and of Amer- 
ica. 
Of the book’s messages, those which deal 
with the author’s observations of men and 
women outside the ranks of labor are inter- 

He has no doubt of his position with refer- 
énee to American women and children. He 
had #O understanding of woman worship in 
Chicago, and he had no patience with it. He 
says that Asia laughs at it, and between the 
lines he admits that Councilor Kolb laughed, 
too, when he saw it. He explains the ridio- 
ulous’” situation to the best of his ability: — 

“At first it was only men who emigrated 
to America, and the women were scarce. 
Consequently, men fought for the few wom- 
en that were here, and this has developed 
into a ‘ weiberveneration ’ (veneration for 
women), at which not only all Asia laughs 


“but at which Greece and Rome would have 


laughed, and, as the old pessimist, Schopen- 
hauer, said: ‘Even tn public conveyances 
poor workingmen make room for beautifully 
dressed women.’ 

“ However this may be, the difference be- 
tween the position of women in Europe and 
women in America is considerable, and that, 
too, among the workingmen. Among my 
fellow workmen was & man who married an 
American girl. He often told us, with a 
sense of pride, how he, hardworking as he 
was, got up early every morning to light the 
fire and bring the breakfast to his wife in 
bed, and that was not merely a story. Mote 
than once have I been in street cars where 
the husband carried the heby while the wite 


flirted with us.” 


American Children Impertinent. 
While the Chicago wife is getting angry 

over this morsel the husband might look 
over her shoulder and ‘read a little further 
down and get indignant at the same time 
over the rap which the councilor takes at the 


American child: : 
would lie,” he writes, “ ff I said I was 


pleased with American children. Nowhere 


else in my travels have I met with such im- 
pertinence and rudeness among children. In 
fact, there is little of the child about these 
children. It seems to ‘me this ts all due to 
spering the rod. I heard of a poor widow 
with four good for nothing sons who played 
truant and refused to go to school, and she 
had recourse occasionally to the rod. But

Janitor Has 


He Tells Them.

President Local No. | Office Building Janitors. 


H® janitor has long been pictured as a 
most atitocratic personage, against 
whom the vindictives of the flat dwell- 
er, office renter, and others who come 
under his sway are hurled without ap- 

parent effect. He is drawn in the comic pa- 
pers as a king with a feather duster for a 
scepter, the cloak of absolute authority fora 
crown. According to the paragraphers he 
says whether or no the freezing tenants shall 
have heat or cold, whether the windows shall 
be washed or not, and whether the tenant 
shall live and work in comfort. His position 
is alleged. to be a sinecure and his most ardu- 
ous duties those of explaining why the heat 
is not turned on. 

But there is another side tothis story. The 
popular impression of the janitor is entirely 
false. Instead of being an autocrat the jani- 
tor is a hard worker. Instead of having the 
tenants of a building at his finger tips the 
order is reversed. In truth, the janitor is 
one of the hardest worked men of the day. 
His is no sinecure, with an incidental plece 
of work thrown in occasionally. He works 
each day in the week 4 full day and often 

Much Work: Little Thanks. . 

The caring for one of the large downtown 
office buildings involves more labor than one 
may imagine, ané the man in whose charge 
this work is holds a position which involves 
much hard work and worry. It is one of the 


traditions of the trade that half of the jani- 
tor’s pay is received for taking kicks, and 


- there is considerable truth in this. Where 
‘the janitor has been pictured as receiving the 


complaints of the tenants with entire 
equanimity the exact opposite is true, Upon 
the kicks or good opinion of the tenants rests 
the janitor’s chances of holding his job, and 


. he must follow up each complaint and rem~- 


edy that which causes it if posstbie. 

The average janitor works under more 
bosses than any man in the world. Instead 
of the independent czar of a building he fs in 
reality the slave of the building. He has no , 
only an agent or owner to direct and 
him in his work, but every tenant in the 
building, no matter how small the space he 
may occupy, takes it upon himself to consti- 


- tute himself an overseer and help regulate 


the work of caring for the whole bullding. . 
It matters not what the trouble may be in 
a building, how small and insignificant it 
may be, nor how large, the janitor is the first 
and last man to hear of it. If a window is 
dirty, kick to the janitor; if the work of 
scrubbing the hali floors is conducted fm a 
manner to annoy any tenant, that tenant will 
kick to the janitor. Not only will he do this, 
but he will go out of his way to let the agent 
know of the game even after the fault has

The man who would make money in the 
raising of horses must be first of all a cap- 
italist. Even if he wants to start in on an 
extremely moderate scale he will find that 
his initial expenditure for land, breeding 
stock, and equipmem will run up to between 
$50,000 and $100,000. . He must be a man 
who knows horses from A to Z, for this is 
not a business where the ignorant may hope 
to enter and succeed, and he must be a thor- 
ough general farmer besides. The farmer 
in other lines, even the cattle raiser or sheep 
man, may go into the business with only 
a slight knowledge of it and learn in the 
first few years while he is raising his first 
herds without suffering any calamitous loss 
to his fortunes. 

But the horse raiser can have no years 
of learning after he has invested his money 
in a farm. He must learn the business first 
and learn it thoroughly, for with the capital 
invested he can ill afford to have three or 
four “bad years” in marketing after his 
colts have grown to a marketable age. He 
cannot hope to sell stock in the first year, 
nor the second after his advent on the farm, 
as is the case with the sheep raiser and stock- 
man. If he hasa good percentage of young 
horses ready for the market at the end of 
three years he may count himself lucky and 
know that he is one of the favored ones in 


the business. 


® 
Needs 500 Acres to Start, 

To begin with, the horse raiser who is going 
to conduct his business along the Ines laid 
down by the men who have won success in 
it must have a much larger farm than in 
the lines of ordinary farming. Practically 
all competent horse farmers raise their own 
feed. If the beginning is going to be made 
in a way that will yield any material returns, 
and it 4s declared it is foolish to begin other- 
wise, between 400 and 500 acres of good land 
will be needed. This at the outset will prove 
that this is no poor man’s business. Land of 
the kind desirable for a horse farm in a 
proper location may be labeled with « uni- 
form minimum price of $75 per acre. This 
will mean an immediate expenditure of $30,- 
000 or $40,000 for land alone. 

There are horse farms whose land area em- 
braces only 160 acres, but on these the farmer 
buys his feed. This, while it simplifies the 
problem of operation and permits of a start 
with smaller capital, greatly increases the 
cost of operation and is declared to be only 
fpasible to men who make @ specialty of 
small numbers of finely blooded stock. In 
the far west land may be had so cheaply that 
the aorseman may acquire for the price of a 
small sized farm in the eastern or middle 
states a practicaily unlimited range. 

With its great distance from the eastern 
markets, however, the value of the big ranch 
as a profitable place for the horse raiser is 

The most profitable horse for 
the average raiser to raise now is the heavy 
draft breed, and this style of horse is reared 
to better advantage and sold for better prices 
on the intensely cultivated farm of compara- 
tively small area, where he can be carefully 
watched and fed than on the big range, where 
his rearing is left more or less to nature. 

When the farmer has paid for his land and

“ Raise drafters.” It is claimed for the draft 
horse that he raises easier and sella for a 
better price, proportionately, than any kind 


of breed available to the ordinary farmer. 


There is always an active demand for him in 
the markets of the country and for export. 


Last year there were exported 31,650 horsés . 


from this country, with a total value of 
$2,308,883. The great maority of these 
horses were of the drafttype. The countries 
of Europe are experiencing a scarcity of this 
type, and with the wonderful opportunities 
for pasture and feed raising which thiscoun- 
try possesses there is no reason why the ex- 
port in this line should not be doubled ten- 
fold, to the subsequent bettering of horse 
prices in this country. : 

The extremely fine bred horse, the thor- 
oughbred runner and the standard bred trot~- 
ter among them, possibly pay better in the 
end when a stud’s reputation is fully estab- 
lished in the country at large, but the per- 
fecting of a breed to this point requires years 
of time and the expenditure of thousands of 
dallars in money before it is achieved. Th 
the draft type the breed need not matter 
much, so long as it is a good one, and the 
raiser can begin to sell stock much quicker 
than the breeder of the trotter or thorough- 
bred.

| Stallion Costs $2,000. 

To start a stud for the raising of draft 
horses will require an expenditure of from 
$5,000 to $80,000, according to the number 
of brood mares purchased and the quality 
of the stallion. On some of the finer estab- 
lishments the stallion alone will cost either 
of the above amounts, but the average 
breeder finds an animal costing on an aver- 
age §2,000 entirely adequate for his needs, 
This amount pays for a thoroughly well 
bred Belgian or Clyde draft stallion, the 


get of which will bring the best prices for 


drafters in the market. : 

In the meantime the horse raiser must 
also be a feed raiser and must be managing 
his large farm with an eye to the best man- 
ner of obtaining tne fullest advantage out 
of pasture plot and cultivated land. To do 
this and care for the stock at the same time 
will require a force of hired men and con- 
siderable expense for feed while waiting for 
the first crop to ripen. The operation of a 
farm of this kind must be conducted strictly 
upon business principles, the scope of the 
expenses 
not handled with a firm and 

How long it will be before the horse raiser 
will have stock to sell will depend upon the 
age at which he cares to market them. He 
can sell colts or he © can wait, break his 
horses to harness, and sell them at the high 
market prices for fu.y matured draft 
horses. If he decides to do this hé should 
have enough reserve capital to carry him 
along for at least four years, av it will be this 
long before he can depend upon receiving any 
substantial returns investment. — 


Prices Steadily Increase, 


Horse prices are higher now than they have 


been for fifty years. The well bred drat: 
horse now brings from $200 to $300 where 
eight years ago it might be had for one-fifth 


of this amount. The prices of harness, sad- _

Summing up the business of raising horses 
as a whole, it is scarcely the business for the 
novice to follow. It requires more capital 
than any other agricultural pursuit, — 
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WN China, it is said, the physicians are not 
paid for curing their patients, but are 
paid an annual or monthly rate as long 
as their patients (or, rather, their pa- 
trons) are well, and ceasing whilst they 
are sick. Thus it behooves a physician to 
keep the patient well. Prevention is better 
than cure; hygiene is better than physic.

know, at any one time, the law of the one 
state, as the legislature of that state may 
change the law, or the courts in passing

| @xpected, consequently, incessant attention 
is needed, and it is advisable in all these 
transactions to consult a lawyer before going 
into them, rather than to ask his assistance 
after becoming involved, perhaps disastroys- 
ly, in them. For instance, in one state the 
statute requires, when buying property which 
is then a homestead, that a deed be obtained 
' _ trom the husband and a deed from the wife; 
any of us might deem ourselves capable to 
carry on so plain a transaction, and yet, if 
the money be paid, and even a large sum, say 
$50,000, it would be lost unless both husband 
and wife “* concurred in and signed the same 
joint instrument.”

Some Pitfalls of the Law. 
By Andrew J. Hirschl. 


checks, notes, and bills of exchange, furnish 
a fruitful source of litigation. The person 


who first signs them may think thatif there - 


be any wrong or mistake about it he is not 
held to the paper, and if sued by the one to 


whom he has given the paper, he would be 


released from the obligation by. showing 
such mistake or other matter; but all of these 
papers have the peculiarity of being “* nego- 
tiable,”” by which is meant not merely that 
they are “salable,” for any subject matter. 
a horse or a watch {s salable, but it is meant 
that, having been sold the person who re- 
ceives them, provided he buy them in good 
faith and before maturity and fora sufficient 
consideration, this person then obtains them 
freed from any defense and can enforce them 
against the first signer. . 

And this technical branch of the law in- 
volves errors both ways; first that the person 
who signs is often held to the paper, as above 
indicated, when the same comes to the hands 
of a subsequent party, usually spoken of as 
the “ third person,” but secondly, much lit!- 
gation is engendered from the fact that the 
third person himself, in buying papers of this 
kind errs as to whether the same are “ nego- 
tlable " or not, and {ff it prove that the paper 
itself is not a negotiable one, then the third 
person has no better right than the fi 
holder and may ldse the money which he has 
invested in the paper. 

As remarked before, there can be no at- 
tempt made to teach the entire substance of 
the law in an article of this kind, and to illus- 


trate we may say that in order to determine | 


whether the paper is or is not negotiable, ref- 
erence must be had to the numerous decisions 
of the courts. That this would present an ex- 
tensive research may be noted from the fact 
that American Digest of Law devotes 
nearly 1,500 large, closely printed pages to 
it, each page in ‘turn simply containing a 
digest that is a brief analysis of decisions of 
the courts upon some points involved, some 
of which decisions themselves being thus re- 
ferred to, when found, may in turn cover, and 
often do cOver; numerous and even hundreds 
of pages of printed matter. ; 

Concerning Corporations. 

The formation and participation in any 
manner in corporations is attended with con~- 
siderable risk; the member, though owning 
but a small interest therein, say, one share 
of $10, may find himself lable for the entire 
debts of the concern; if the corporation be 
not regular the members are held as part- 
ners would be, and consequently must ‘re- 
spond to all the obligations. The obtaining 
of the stock itself, even in a perfectly or- 
ganized corporation, may entail serious com- 
Mlications, inasmuch as there may be a lia- 
bility upon the stock as such, although the 
same may profess to be ** full paid and non- 
assessable.” And yet again in a corpora- 


tion entirely regular and with fully paid 


stock there may still be a considerable lia- 
bility over and beyond, as some laws provide 
that the stockholder shall be liable for an 
amount equal to his stock, other laws pro- 
vide that the stockholders may be liable for 
ali unpaid wages, quite an important item 
in the present great industrial and railroad 
concerns where the weekly pay roll may 
come to, say, $30,000. A marked illustra- 
tion as to the importance of correct corporate 
organization is shown in the Johnstown 
flood. It appears that a dam broke and the 
loss of life and property exceeded $100,000,- 
000; the owner of the dam was the South 
Forks Fis*ing club; it has been asserted that 
this club waa not so organized as to protect 
its members from individual liability, and 
that consequently any one of the members 
is subject to being held for all of the lia- 
bilities. 
Statutes of Limitations. 
Statutes of limitations—that is, statutes by 
which time is fixed in which a suit must be 
brought if it should be brought at all—present 
many disappointments; here, too, the mat- 
ter works both ways, the person who jis en- 
titled to bring a suit may not know anything 
avout such statutes and hence delay too long 
before bringing his suit; the periods in some 
instances being short, even as short as six 
months by statute or perhaps by the terms of 
the contract, insurance policies and such 
matters. And again, the person to be sued 
may think he knows all about such statutes 
and congratulate himself upon the period 
having run in his favor, and thus that he has 
become exempt from suit, whereas, by some 
writing or taik or act upon his part, he has 
brought about a state of things under which 
the statute is said to have no application or 
under which the period of the statute is ex- 
tended,- and he is surprised to find himself 
still subject to suit. : 
All matters relative to the course of litiga- 
tion itself demand the most serious consider- 
ation, as they may be of the utmost impor- 
tance; no matter how absurd or groundless 
u..y be the claim brought into a suit, yet the 
party sued must see to it that he is defended 
in the suit; otherwise, judgment is entered 
against him by default and it is thereafter 
practically impossible for him to get rid of 
the judgment, no matter how erroneous, un- 
just, or wrongful the same may be. | 
| And, too, the results of any suit must be 
considered most carefully before they are re- 
lied upon; for instance, a divorce, tae decree 
ana all proceedings must be examined and 
that, too, by persons skilled in the law be- 
fore it can be determined that the divorce is 
sufficient to allow the divorced party to re- 
marry. Grave complications ari¢e by the 
different views entertained by the different 
courts in these regards, some court may 
hold a divorce legal and another court hold 
the same divorce illegal, and so it actually 
has happened that a divorced woman subse- 
quently remarried has been found while in 
one state to be the lawful wife of aman there 
residing, and the same woman going thence 
into another state is the lawful wife of an- 
other man there residing; what would hap- 
pen were the three parties to meetin, say, a 


third state, is hard to conjecture; whether 


there she would be the wife of one, or the 
other, or neither, or both, we are unable to 
state. 
s 
Ignorance No Excuse. 

Under all of the topics that have been 
touched upon in this article lies the prin. 
ciple that ignorance of the law is no excuse; 
tnis principle is founded on necessity, as 
otherwise there could be no system of right 
or wrong, the principle is severe in its ap- 
plication at times, and disastrous in its re. 
suits, but nevertheless adhered to in nearly 
all cases; the courts at times try, in cases 
presenting great hardship to depart from it, 
so much so that they will construe a matter 
of ignorance to have been that of fact rather 

_than of law; in the former case, a court wil] 
grant relief, whereas, = tne latter, it wil] 
not. 

‘This exception is stretched, at times. so 
much so that a quaint anecdote is related of 
one of Chicago's greatest chancellors, whe 
had before him a HMtigation in which it ap- 
peared that an illiterate woman had invested 
the savings of a lifetime in the purchase of 
@ property, and having a lawyer to ald her in 
the transaction, obtained the wrong papers, 
s0 much so, that the money was practically 
lost unless she could have the benefit of 
more appropriate papers. 

The lawyer opposing her in the lHtigation 
argued that the mistake In question was one 
of law; that she and her lawyer had taken the 
papers in question and were bound thereby; 
the chancellor, however. is said to have 
avoided this argument by stating that this 
mistake was not one of iaw but one of fact: 
the poor woman at the time of making the 
purchase, supposed she had a lawyer to ad- 
vise her, which was a mistake, for, in fact, 
she had a fool. 


DR WILLIAM. RAINEY HARPER 


How W.R. HarperWorks.

ILLIAM RAINEY HARPER, presi- 
dent of the University of Chicago, 
is a puzzle to the chance visitor to 
Chicago who may have his atten- 
tion called\to the man in some pub- 
lic conveyance, perhaps. 

There is a distinct pugnacity in the smooth 
face and in the snapping black eyes behind 
the gold rimmed spectacles. The face at a 
first glance is one that would appear equally 
well balanced were it set upside down upon 
the large neck. The determined squareness 
of the jaw leaves the lower face as wide as is 
the high, broad forehead. The figure of 
medium height, rather stout, and ordinarily 
buttoned up into a black frock coat, sur- 
mounted by a silk hat, suggests to the aver~ 
age stranger a fighting lawyer or an unusual- 
ly successful stockyards magnate. 

This rather pudgy figure, with its round 
face, together with the nervous activity of 
the man and his crisp, short, almogt abrupt 
mahner of speech, do not mark the finished 
student and scholar to the world at large. 
But Dr. Harper has been much more than 
a scholar in the evolution of the University 


of Chicago, and this may account for the 


variation from the schojar type. To have go* 
$1,000,000 a year for fourteen years in the 
interest of one of the newest university ven- — 
tures in all the United States; to haye gath- 
ered around him the greatest corps of edu- 
cators in special lines that the world could 
furnish; to have evolved campus and build- 
ing for a school that thirty years from ‘its 
inception should be large enough for its needs, 
and at the same time to have taken.up some 
of the landmarking innovations in education- . 
al methods and carry them through to,.afinal 
recognition in the world of pedagogy, are ac- 
complishments that do not appertain to a man 
of ordinary appearance, even. ' 

Power in Square Jaw and Chin. 

“I don’t know whether Harper could hold 
me up by. persuasion,”’ once’ remarked a 
wealthy Chicago man to another who had 
given to the university. “1 doubt it, in fact. 
But if he came’at me with that square jaw 
and chin, looking over the sights of an-army 
revolver, he could have everything I had:”’ 

The popular conception of the man is that 
whenever he has nothing else to do he is in- 
clined to put on his hat, button up the Prince 
Albert coat to the button breaking limit, and ~ 
sally out into the Chicago business center, 
plucking checks from the offices of magnates 
as he would collect autumn leaves along the 
banks of picturesque Salt creek. Also itis a 
popular conception that when the doctor has 
returned to the university with the dey’s 
munificences there are no questions asked 
as to how he got them. 

It is hardly just to the man who sits in the 
wide, sunny room at the south end of Haskell 
hall in the university campus, looking out 
upon the wide, green stretches of that which 
once was the famous Midway of the Colum- 
bian exposition. Some of those friends who - 
could slap him on the shoulder if they would, 
but who would not do so if they could, will 
tell you of the simple, unaffected side of the 
man’s nature. 

“ For instance,” said one of these friends 
to the writer a few years ago, “ Dr. Harper 
came into his office one morning, smiling and 
slapping his hands like a boy over something 
that he called a piece of good news. ‘I've 
got the promise of a managing editor to keep 
iny name out of the headlines of the paper 
hereafter unless, of course, I should do some- 
thing criminal to deserve it.’

This home of Dr. Harper's, which for nearly 
ten years has been the center of the uni- 
versity’s socia! and academic life, appears 
today as characteristic of the man ina great 
measure. In architecture it is simply in 
keeping with the designs that mark the 
university building to the whole south side. 
But, as it fronts the famous Midway, pro- 
tecting one of ihe most complete libraries 
for the prosecution of research in biblical 
literature, one sees behind the Gothic lines 
of'the house a simple little kitchen garden, 
still green with lettuce, beans, beets, and 
onions in rows. 

This may suggest to south siders in the 
neighborhood and@.to. some of the faculty 
the scene in front of the president's house 
severai years ago, when the goat belong- 
ing to little John Harper balked in the 
white roadway.

This- ability: and disposition mix” is 
a characteristic of the man. At the same 
time, he has. the faculty of sparing himself 
when-the caller has shown himseif disposed 
to waste time that is not the president's 
own. He goes at the heart of a‘matter, and 
the most circumlocutory visitor follows him. 

Daily Tasks Begin at Six. 
As the head of one of the greatest and new- 


est of the universities of the United States — 


one may recognize the part that the inter- 
view plays in the day’s work of the president. 
Just when the president's day’s work begins, 
however, depends upon the time ‘when the 
preceding day’s work ends. Of the day in 
general an intimate friend has undertaken 
to outline its duties. 

The doctor rises at 6 ,0’clock and is dressed 
in five minutes, ready for a cup of coffee in 
his room. Frequently: he has an appoint- 
ment with his private secretary.as early 1s 
7 o'clock, when the: mail is gone through or 
when, through his stenographer, the doctor 
writes some. editorial .for one of the many 
publications with which he is associated. 
He may work in this manner at home until 
11 o'clock, calls him to his office.in Haskell 
hall for his office hour. There he meets uni- 
versity department.hheads by appointment, 
perhaps, and.such of the lay public as have 
cause for an interview. Not infrequently 
the fixed interview may be for the luncheon 
hour, when the president is the host at the 
Quadrangle club at the university or perhaps 
the host downtown at the Chicago club. 

In the day’s work nothing is done to spare 
_the president the necessary routine of his 
position. As a reminder of the smallest of 
these details Dr. Harper carries with him 
the red memorandum book, five by eight 
inches, in which every hour in every day of 
the year is marked for the president's work. 
Every appointment is scheduled in this inev- 
itable memorandum book, and by means of 
the system no hour goes to waste. The one 
thing Jacking is.a.memorandum to re- 
mind him just how long his day may have 
been on certain occasions. a. 


Found Working at Daybreak. 

The story has been told that on one occa- 
sion Mrs: Harper came into the doctor’s study 
just at daybreak and found him seated at his 
desk, working. 

** Perhaps I'd better go to bed,” he observed 
as she cante in. ‘“‘ It must be getting late,” 
he added as a sort of concession. 3 ; 

“It is half past 5,’’ said Mrs; Harper. 

But instead of going to b the doctor 
took his bath, dressed, had his cup of coffee 
in his room, and, taking up his memorandum 
book, began the details ofthe next day's 
work without a hint of sleep or rest. 

Few anecdotes are told of the president o 
the Chicago university for the reason that 
he seldom relaxes the calmness_and poise of 
professionalism anywhere. He has no time 
for the development of the traditional anec- 
dote.

factory made and tailored clothes for men, 

and now stands second only to New York in 
the amount of capite] invested and the total 
valuation of productsin thisline. More than 


' $22,000,000 is this year invested in the busi- 


ness of manufacturing and tailoring men’s 
clothing in Chicago, and the output for 1904, 
from factories and tailor shops together, will 
be about $60,000,000. Of this quantity. which 
includes overcoats, about one-tenth is final- 
ly retailed to wearers who live inside the city 
limits. The other $54,000,000 worth is sold 
in-wholesale quantities to the retail dealers 
of other cities and towns. 

Adding to the $6,000,000-worth of Chicago 
made men’s clothing sold here, $4,000,000 
worth of similar apparel brought in from 
New York, Philadelphis, and other cities to 
be sold over the counters of Chicago, the 
statistician estimates that fully $10,000,000 
worth of suits and’overcoats annually are 
sold inside of the limits of Chicago to the 
men of the city. He deducts $2,000,000 for 
overcoats, leaving $8,000,000 for suits, thus 
showing that 500,000 Chicago men may each 
have a $16 suit every year and a $4 overcoat 
if. they divide the clothing money equally 
amongst themselves. 

Economy in Apparel. 

If every man in Chicago bought a new 
suit once a year out of the total capital so 
invested during 1903, the male population 
would be probably the worst dressed of any 
city in the world, but it is a fact that the 
average term of duty for a suit of man’s 
clothes in Chicago, according to the average 
expert, is three years. This is accounted for

on the basis that while some men buy thres 
or four suits in a twelvemonth, others, from 
choice or necessity, wear the same suit win- 
ter and summer for two and even three years, 

‘waile some, with far sighted economy and 
by dint of careful handling, cleaning, and 
repairing, are able to make two suits last 
tor a whole decade. There is a lawyer in the 
Marquette building, for instance, who has 
worn the same summer suit for five seasons; 
his one. winter suit has done duty for six 
years, and his overcoat has been in active 
service for nine years. ; 

At one of the Michigan avenue hotels there 
is a sartorial exquisite who requires his valet 
to keep not less than fifteen full sults always 
ready for his use, and his annual tailor bill 
never falls short of ten wholly new “ out- 
fits." Such dandies bring up the average 
a little, but the number of men whose “* Sun- 
day clothes’ constitute their only full suit, 
and who depend upon single garments to 
patch out their working wardrobe, are so 
numerous that “ one $16 sulta year ”’ is easily 
understood as the basis of Chicago's expendi- 
ture for men’s suits. Then it must be remem- 
bered that thousands of men in Chicago never 
think of paying more than $15 for a suit of 
clothes, even for winter wear. In spring and 
summer two plece suits for hot weather use 
can be purchased at the retail stores for less 
than $5, and it is estimated that $10 a suit is 
about the average paid by the 200,000 men 
who buy complete sets of outer garments dur- 
ing the weeks of the ** spring trade.””

Easter Time for Clothes Buying. 

More suits are bought during the seven 
days preceding Haster than during any other 
week of the year, the estimated sales during 
that period of 1900 aggregating more than 
$1,800,000 of men's full sults. But greatasis 
the business done in the spring and early 
months of summer, more money is expended 
for men’s suits in aytumn and winter. I 
other words, more cheap suits are sold in 
spring and summer than in fall and winter, 
but the value of the heavier, warmer gar- 
ments is greater in the aggregate. Although

Being well versed with the ways and people 
of the financial underworld, they are pre-.

predicament has seemed a reorganization, © 


which would freeze out all of the old stock.

To this end the 
firm has been quietly purchasing what bonds 
could be obtained at bargain rates, and is 
now of the opinion that the interest will be 
defaulted. 
Again the members are In conference, 
considering, not the behavior of the secur!- 
ties, but the publication in the Daily Wall 
Street Bulletin, a financial paper-of unques- 
tioned standing, of an attack on the manage- 
ment of United Coupler, which charges that 
earnings sufficient to pay at least the inter- 
est on the bonds are being deliberately held 
up so as to force a default and a reorganiza- 
tion.

company for the purpose of taking such ac- 
tion at law as may seem necessary to protect 
the interests of all bondholders. 

‘“‘ Should you care to meet a representative 
of the committee in the desire to reach an 


‘afmicable adjustment of the whole matter, a 


conference can probably be arranged through 
our office.”’ 

The letter ts signed by a well known firm 
ef lawyers. The conference is accordingly 
and with ae little formality as 
characterized the call of A. B. Hardman, 
“om” Gurney, beginning the talk, says 
dryly to the lawyers, who are the only rep- 
resentatives of the bondholders’ committee: 

 Amicable Settlement. 

Three questions are involved here, gen: 
tlemen. First, how many bonds have you 
got? Second, how much do you want for 
them? And, third, how much do you know?” 

Whereupon the elder Gurney is informed 
that fifty of the bonds ought to be worth 
somewhere in the vicinity of $100,000, consid- 
ering the fact that five of them have come 
front one of the vendors, who is ready to go 
on the stand and to tell what he knows about 
the organization of the United Coupler com- 
pany. 

Of course there is an amicable settlement. 
not because the bondholders threatening to 


- pring suit would get any better treatment 


through a receivership than Gurney-Holz- 
mann would get for their bond holdings, but 
simply because Gurney-Holzmann do not 
care to have the vendor go on the stand and 
tell what he knows about the organization 
of the’ United Coupler. And this is what the 
law firm expected when the holders of forty- 
five bonds sent it out On a still hunt after the 


vendor who was willing to go on the stand. 


The transactions that followed are of a com- 
monplace nature.

fs off. Clerks are allowed a little time to go 
to other departments for shopping of their 
, and it is impossible to step anywhere 
a minute without being asked as to the cost 
of something. Of course, this is perfectly 
natural, but if you say that you are in an- 
other department and don’t know, people 
always seem to take it as a grievance, if not 
worse. If you are not at their service they 
think something is wrong Instantly. 
The telephone fs another thing which 


arouses antagonism. They are placed near 
the ends of the counters, where they are 
censpicuous. Of course, the only way im’ 
which we are permitted to use them ie te 
call up the stéck room and give our order 
for whatever we are out of. Perhaps it ie 
some particular order we are trying to fill 
at the time and the customer is waiting.

UNDREDS of proficient young house- 

keepers got their first lessons in the 

art from the competitive drill of two 

near Chicago plowing matches. Not 

only have these associations sent to 
homes of their own brides who knew every 
detail of housekeeping but they have fitted 
a large number of young men to be perfec’ 
in everything they undertake, from plowing 
a straight furrow on the farm to the filling of 
important vocations in many walks of life In 
either country orcity. Im their influence for 
good these two organizations stand out clear 
an@ distinct In a clase of their own, unique 
and successful beyond the usual degree. 

One of these institutions has just held its 

twenty-seventh annual match, and the other, 
the offspring of the former, is now ten years 
old, and@ has just held a successful meeting. 
The first one Is the Wheatland plowing 
match, located in Wheatland township, Will 
county, and the other is the Big Rock Plow- 
ing Match association, located in Big Rock 
township, Kane county: 


‘ 
Proficiency the Constant Aim, 

Both of these organizations were started by 
the pioneers of their respective counties— 
country gentlemen of the old school, The 
work was undertaken in each case for the 
purpose of encouraging men and boys to turn 
a furrow with such a degree of proficiency 
ag to class it among the accomplishments of 
an artisan. Some of the best plowmen of the 
great agricultural flelds of the west and 
northwest got their first lessons in plowing 
in one or the other of these Iilinois institu- 
tions, Hike which there fs said to be nothing 
in this country. 

The matches were hardly started before the 
women took a hand. They established in 
connection with the matches a fair at which 
were exhibited products of the needle and the 
kitchen. On the same day cash prizes were 
awarded for the best plowing with walking, 
sulky, or gang plows to men and boys, and to 
young women for the best work in sewing 
and embroidery and in cooking, baking, and 


Perfect Plowing Required . 


The men provided for the prizes in the 


plowing matches by raising the money among 


them, and the women accumulated a fund. 


by cooking and baking for a dinner to be 
served on the grounds. Over $5,000 has becn 
paid in prizes by the older organigation, and 
in Ike proportion by the younger match. 
In order to show the high standard that 
was set for the plowmen, ft is only necessary 
to state that the land te marked off with the 
precision that a tallor uses in cutting a gar- 
ment. The plowman, in order to be perfect, 
must turn the land in a given time, and the 
last furrow mrust exactly complete the land 
without @ break. To use the expression of 
one of the old time Big Rock plowers, “ the 


furrow must be so straight that you may” 
stand at one end and see amouse jump across 
it at the other end.”’ 

The work is judged and scored by the best - 
known plowman, without knowing who has. 
done, the work. 

Farmers’ Wives Up to Date, 

With the same degree of proficiency the 
women have continued their efforts until) a 
small army of drilled housekeepers has been 
produced in both counties. In a period ef 
time now over a quarter of a century pace 
has been kept, step by step, with modern 
creations of both the needle and the kitchen. 
The city people have invented nothing that 
the wives and daughters of these Will and 
Kane county farmers have not mastered 
with the highest degree of proficiency; in~. 
deed, iu many instances the pace has been set 
by the mothers and daughters who preside 
over some of the most modern and convenient

His Ideal of an Environment. 

Most of Mr, Nesbit’s poems are written at his home in 
Evanston, Such revision as they get is when he copies them 
on a typewriter in his desk in THE TRIBUNE office; In these 
compositions he.denies that environment cuts any particular 
feure. Some days the work is easier than it is on others; 
some days it is a great deal harder. Gut for the year around 
he insists that a writing room about thirty-five feet square, 
high in proportion, with trees at the windows on all sides, ana 
@ great writing table exactly in the center of it would be a 
physical inspiration beyond measure. 

Such system as is in his work lies in the small notebook 
in which he puts down every possible theme for a bit of 
poetry and in the determination not to look upon his work 
as more than the work of a day which exacts its unvarying 
quantity of rhyme. He feels that if he should consider the 
next six months as a whole, in which 250 agro must be forth- 
coming from him, he would go to pieces in the contemplation. 


Poems Always on Hand. 


Nesbit says that he never permits himself to think of 


more than the work he must do for the one day, and yet when 
that day’s work ie off his hands, if he is in the mood he will 
keep right on, “laying up against a dry spell.” ‘These extra 
poems are crefully deposited in a drawer of his desk, that he 
calls his “ice box," and are only used when there comes a 


_@ay when nothing suggests a poem and his brain seems, as 


be describes it, like a “cold pancake.” The verses, “‘ Her 
Christmas Prayer,” for instance, quoted above, were written 
almost two years before they were printed, and had been 
entirely forgotten until one day when a hurried search for 
“something to use brought them to light. 

One characteristic of Mr. Nesbit’s verse that has been 
commented upon generally is its consistent cheerfulness and 
ite avoidance of either subjects or mode of treatment of sub- 
jects that would wound the feelings of any reader. Yet, with 
ail this, he tries to avoid mawkishness of sentiment or that 
overdone gentleness which is usually termed “ soft.” That 
the public wants and appreciates virile, ringing verse, wheth- 
er it touch upon the *“‘ common run of things” or the “ heart 
interest" features of existence, is becoming more and more 
evident.
